Directors of Chamber of 
Commerce Enthusiastic 
Over Plan Submitted by 
President Wilkinson.

The

history when President Wilkinson sub- | 


mitted to the directors Friday after- 
noon the project for a great southeast- 
ern fair, to be held in Atlanta annually 
in permanent buildings on the Lake- 
wood grounds belonging to the city. 

This project requires the approval 
and co-operation of the mayor and gen- 
eral council of Atlanta and the county 
commissioners of Fulton county, to 
whom it will be submitted at an early 
date. 

Expressions from Mayor Woodward 
and several members of the council and 
county commissicners indicate that the 
enterprise will have their hearty sup- 
port. 

The details of the financial plan have 
not been completed, but Mayor Wood- 
ward suggests $500,000 as a basis to 
start on. 

President Wilkinson, in bringing the 
matter to the attention of the directors 
Friday afternoon, stated that the sub- 
ject had been carefully considered by 
the executive committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce and had been unani- 
mously approved by them. In addition, 
he had sounded other important inter- 
ests, such as the Georgia Railway and 
Power company and Terminal railroad 
lines, and had received strong encour- 
agement from them. President Ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, was very earnest and 
emphatic in his approval of the enter- 
prise and his promise of cordial co- 
operation. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that nothing 
brought before the chamber of com- 
merce since his active gonnection with 
the governing board had so strongly 
appealed to him as this enterprise, and 
he had heard nothing but hearty com- 
mendation from those with whom he 
had talked on the subject. He said 
the matter had been under considera- 
tion for some time, and he was pro- 
foundly convinced of its feasibility and 
its far-reaching benefits, not only to 
Atlanta, but to the industries and the 
people of the southeastern states. 

Discussion Before Board. 

After his opening statement Presi- 
dent Wilkinson called upon W. G. Coop- 
er, secretary of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, for an outline of the 
plans for the fair. 

Mr. Cooper read telegrams from the 
president of the Canadian National ex- 
position and officers of the Dallas, 
Texas, fair; the Springfield, Ill, fair 
and the Des Moines, Iowa, fair. 

It was made cleaf at the start that 
this fair would be of such magnitude 
as not to compete directly with any 
state fair, inasmuch as it would cover 
the whole of the southeastern states, 
which have combined agricultural prod- 
ucts of eleven millions and manufac- 
turing products of one thousand mil- 
lions with a population of thirteen mil- 
lions. 

Mr. Cooper read a letter from Joseph 
Oliver, president of the Canadian Na- 
tional exhibition showing that an an- 
nual fair is held at Toronto on 264 
acres of land owned by the city, and 
upon that land more than $2,000,000 
worth of permanent buildings have 
been erected and paid for out of the 
profits of the fair. 

At the Toronto Fair. 

Last year’s attendance was 1,009,000, 
and exhibits included everything in 
the range of agriculture and industry. 

Receipts were $460,000; 
$359,000; profit, $101,000. 

The attendance of. ovér a million 
came’ within the short space of two 
weeks, during which time the fair 
was held. During the remainder of 
the year the fair ground is a public 
park open to the citizens. 

On the ground, in addition to the 
buildings erected by the fair itself, 
are a building erected by the Dominion 
and provincial governments at a cost 
of $160,000 and a railroad building 
erected jointly by the railroads of 
Canada. 

Probably the greatest fair in the 
Lwnited States is that at Dallas, Texas, 
a city about half the size of Atlanta, 
bet one of the most progressive in 
the United States, and the only other 
southern city besides Atlanta which 
received a regional bank.

Governor John M. Slaton has prac- 
tically completed his message to the 
general assembly and this will in all 
probability be read Thursday morning. 
A large part of his message will deal 
with the results of the tax equalization 
act of 1913, which legislation he 
fought for and which bids fair to 
wipe out the state’s indebtedness and 
to be the means of lowering the tax 
rate of the state. 

Fight on Tax Act. 

Among the fights which may be 
expected to come early in the session 
will be the efforts of the opponents of 
the tax equalization act to have it re- 
pealed. The bill was bitterly fought at 
last session and passed the house only 
by the narrowest of margins, one mem- 
ber changing his vote and the speak- 
er casting the deciding ballot. When 
the session concluded last year the op- 
ponents of the measure gave notice of 
a bitter fight this year. The tax bill 
is sure to be an issue and one to be 
reckoned with. In many counties it 
has caused bitter factions already. 

Those who espoused the bill will pre- 
sent many arguments to show the 
great good it has worked. 

Prohibition Again. 

The prohibition question will again 
cause excitement. This and the tax 
act will no doubt prove the big things 
around which interest will center. 

The bill of Senators Hixon and 
Searcy, which seeks to prohibit the 
shipment of liquor into the state ex- 
cept in small quantities, passed the 
senate last year, but was buried when 
it reached the house by the committee 
on temperance. The bill was referred 
to a subcommittee to report on to this 
session of the legislature, in view of the 
fact that the legality of the Webb bill 
was pending in the supreme courts of 
several states and it was thought best 
to wait until these decisions were 
rendered. This action of the temper- 
ance committee caused a howl of pro- 
test and the fight this session is sure 
to be a bitter one. 

Among other matters left over from 
last session is the bill of Representa- 
tive E. H. McMichael, of Marion, to place

The following statemént was issued 
by Mr. Dorsey Saturday afternoon: 

“My official duties have been such 
for some time that I have been un- 
able to give consideration to personal 
or political matters. During the past 
few weeks I have received many re- 
quests that I permit the use of my 
name for political office. If I had 
made earlier reply to these requests 
I. would have undoubtedly declined, 
and without giving the suggestions 
due consideration. The number and 
nature of these requests have been 
such as to demand earnest considera- 
tion on my part. 

“T have thought of the matter from 
every viewpoint and am finally un- 
able to find any compelling reason why 
I should alter my original inclination. 

“T am grateful for the compliment 
conveyed by these suggestions and 
am gratified that they have been based 
largely upon expressed approval of 
the discharge of my present duties. Il 
feel that I am not entitled to any spe- 
cial ecognition for the performance 
of siickaa duties which, however oner- 
ous, are and have been performed with 
equal fidelity by similar officials of 
this and the other circuits in Georgia.

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ALLEGES NON-SUPPORT 


Mrs. Grant Says That Son of 
Great General Has Aban- 
doned Her. 


New York, June 20.—Jesse R. Grant, 
son of former President U. 8S. Grant, 
today was named as defendant in a 
suit brought by -his wife, Elizabeth 
Grant, to compel the United States 
Trust company, as trustees under the 
will of Julia Dent Grant, his mother, 
to pay her a sum sufficient to support 
her ina “manner befitting the income 
and position of her husband.” 

The complaint states that from 1880 
until 1902, when the widow of the 
former president died, the defendant 
and his wife lived at the home of his 
mother, who supported them. Mrs. 
Grant alleges that after the death of 
her mother-in-law her husband aband- 
oned her. Incidentally, it is stated in 
the complaint since 1910 the son of the 
former president has given her $10,000. 
During this period, Mrs. Grant asserts. 
her husband has received an income 
of approximately $5,400 a year from the 
estate left by his mother, combined 
with his share of the income of the 
trust found of $220,000, established by 
patriotic citizens for the benefit of the 
former president's family. 

Mrs. Grant alleges that her present 
income is $100 a month, gross. This 
is the rent she receives from a house 
in San Diego, Cal., which she owns.

The case grows out of the fight over 
the million dollars insurance carried 
by Edward O. Painter, a capitalist of 
Jacksonville, Fla., when he fell over- 
board from a ferry boat at Jackson- 
ville April 21, 1913, and was drowned. 

Painter was seized with violent vom- 
iting, and when he went to the rail 
of the boat fell into the water. Upon 
recovery of his body his vital organs 
were sent by family physicians to 
Baltimore for examination. Dr. 
Charles Glasor, in whose custody they 
were placed, was enjoined by the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
company from turning the organs over 
to the widow and daughter for burial 
before this company, which had is- 
sued an accident policy to Painter, had 
an opportunity to examine them. 

At the instance of the insurance 
company a receiver then was appoint- 
ed to take charge of the organs and 
to make a chemical examination on 
the ground that the insurance policy 
provision giving the company a right 
of examination was asuperior to any 
property right the widow or daughter 
might have. It is for review of this 
decision that the case today was 
brought to the supreme court.

Tremendously Because of Lawless Liquor Selling. 
League Tells of Shameful Conditions---Judge and Juries to Blame. 


As a basis of the widespread declara- 
tion that Savannah's political and com- 
mercial reputation will suffer more and 
more if she does not clean up and drive 
out her lawless liquor shops, The Gold- 
en Age is reproducing by special re- 
quest the recent letter of Hon. W. B. 
Stubbs on “The Liquor Situation in Sa- 
vannah.” It ought to be read and stud- 
ied by every patriotic Georgian and, in- 
deed, every patriotic American who is 
anxious to help conquer that spirit of 
lawlessness which liquor-selling, legal 
or illegal, always produces: 

The Liquor Situation in Savannah. 

An appeal to the law-abiding citizens 
of Georgia: 

In order that you may know the 
facts, I am asking that the following 
statement be published by the papers 
who are in favor of law and order in 
Georgia: 

In November, 1913, Hon. Seaborn 
Wright spoke in Savannah at the re- 
quest of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
and at the conclusion of 
this address, I announced that ] would 
join any ten men who would agree to 
make an effort to enforce the law. Sev- 
eral volunteered and on December 18th, 
about eighteen men met in the hall of 
Trinity church and agreed that they 
would secure the evidence on which to 
base prosecutions. To the credit of the 
laymen, be it said, there were enough to 
relieve the preachers from going out to 
There were ten who went 
in pairs. Three of them, W. B. Sturde- 
vant, P. M. Doogan and F. W. Strad- 
man, are members of the Independent 
Presbyterian church; E. G. Cabaniss 
and CC. W. MeCall are deacons of the 
First Baptist church; A. J. Owens is a 
member of the Christian church; E. W. 
Strozier, B. B. Mingledorff and F. H 
Williams are members of the Grace 
Methodist church, and the writer, of 
Asbury Methodist church. Two of 
us are Sunday school superintendents. 
All are men whose word is their bond. 
We went to about twenty-five places 
and purchased liquor in bottles and 
paid for it and marked it so there could 
be no mistake. It was so near Christ- 
mas that we decided to at once seek 
injunctions against the wholesalers, and 
if possible stop the flood of liquor that 
was being sent into the country for the 
holidays. Major George H. Richter, a 
Middle Georgia boy of German extrac- 
tion, represented us at much sacrifice 
of time, and in the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, Judge Charlton granted a re- 
straining order, and on the hearing, a 
temporary injunction. This was appeal- 
ed to the supreme court, where it now 
awaits decision. 

We thought it but right, in order to 
avoid overcrowding Judge Charlton’s 
docket, to press matters on the criminal 
side of the court and indictments were 
prepared and set before the grand jury 
The men above named swore that they 
bought the whiskey and exhibited it to 
the grand jury who promptly returned 
‘no bills’’ on each of the indictments.

LITTLE ROCK BANK 
FORCED TO SUSPEND 


Little Rock, Ark., June 20.—As a re- 
sult of ean all night conference of the 
directors of the State National bank, 
of this city, that institution did _ not 
open for business today. The b is 
capitalized at $500,000. The last state- 
ment, issued in March, showed. liabili- 
ties and resources of $3,088,745. 

President W. H. Garanflo stated to- 
day the action of the directors was 
taken because of a “steady withdrawal 
of deposits.’ Others officers of. the 
bank declared all liabilities will be 
met, and there will be no loss to de- 
positors. 

Representatives of other banks in 
the city stated the closing of the 
State National wouldn't affect any oth- 
er institutions. There was no excite- 
ment about the State National today. 

The bank carried deposits of $1,719,- 
873.68. Other items in the last state- 
ment were: Loans and discounts, $1,- 
876,219.68; cash on hand and due from 
banks, $286,852.22; circulation, $300,000. 

Officers of the bank déclined to give 
any reason for the recent heavy with- 
drawal of deposits. 

Washington, June 20.—National Bank 
Examiner W. W. Smith has been or- 
dered to Little Rogk ‘to take charge 
of the closed State National bank. In 
a brief report to the comptroller of 
the currency today no reasons for the 
closing of the bank were given.

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MILITANT WOMEN 
CALL ON ASQUITH 


Premier Keeps His Promise 

to Sylvia Pankhurst—As- 
quith Explains His Posi- 
tion on Suffrage. 


London, June 20.—Premier Asquith 
today fulfilled the promise to receive 
a deputation of suffragettes which he 
made to Miss Sylvia Pankhurst, the 
militant leader, when, after her recent 
temporary release from Holloway jail, 
she took up her position on the door- 
step of the house of commons and 
threatened to carry out a hunger and 
thirst strike there until the promise 
was given. 

A party of six working women, 
members of Miss Pankhurst's east end 
federation, today visited the ~ prime 
minister at his official residence in 
Downing street. 

Proceedings Orderly. 

A large crowd gathered in anticipa- 
tion of the usual fight between the 
police and the women, but the pro- 
ceedings were orderly except for a lit- 
tle roughness on the part of some 
workmen who had “come to see that 
their women got fair play.” Their 
presence proved unnecessary as the 
deputation came in taxicabs and wags 
immediately received by the premier. 
The women, accompanied by George 
Lansbury, a former socialist member 
of parliament, urged the cause of 
women suffrage from their special 
point of view. 

Miss Pankhurst wae not present as 
Mr. Asquith had insisted that the depu- 
tation must be composed of genuine 
working women. 

The premier welcomed the members 
of the deputation as representatives 
of “an association which dissociated 
itself from the criminal methods of 
those who have done so much to re- 
tard the cause of women.” 

Asquith’s Argument. 

Mr. Asquith argued that if every 
woman over 21 years of age possessed 
the vote they would still find legisla- 
tiv problems regarding women ex- 
ceedingly difficult of solution in the 
same way as the men had found them. 
He agreed with the deputation that 
if the franchise were given to women 
it should be granted on the same terms 
as it was given to men. 

The premier explained that while it 
had become necessary to suppress the 
organized violence of the militant suf- 
fragettes the government had no de- 
Sire to interfere with -free speech or 
the proper organization of opinion. 

In conclusion Mr. Asquith promised 
consideration of the women’s repre- 
sentations and said he would present 
to Reginald McKenna, the home secre- 
tary, the deputation’s request for the 
unconditional release of Miss Sylvia 
Pankhurst. 

The East London 
fragettes, of which the 
Which visited Mr. Asquith 
bers, repudiated tonight the premier’s 
assumption that they are opposed to 
militancy.

95 CHARRED CORPSES 
RECOVERED FROM MINE 


Lethbridge, Alberta, June 20.—Al- 
though the work of recovering bodies 
progressed slowly today owing to 
smoldering fires inthe entrance of 
mine No. 20 of the Hillcrest Collieries 
Limited, a total of ninety-five bodies 
had been removed this afternoon and 
placed in Union hall, leaving 100 yet 
entombed and given up for dead. 

William Brown, brother of General 
Manager Brown, is among the victims. 

Among the bodies recovered were 
those of James Quigley, superintendent 
of the mine, and Thomas Taylor, fire 
boss. 

Mine experts believed that most of 
the men were entombed about 1,200 
feet from the pit mouth. But tons of 
rock, broken timbers and other debris 
are heaped.in the entrances, and it 
seemed probable that many of the 
bodies will not be recovered for sev- 
eral days. Exploration by. rescuers 
early today indicated that miners had 
no warning of death, as several bodies 
were found standing nearly erect with 
picks and other mining tools in hand, 
pinned to walls by timber or rocks.

10 CEMETERY PURCHASE, 


Indications Are That Cemetery 
Committee Majority Report 
Will Be Adverse. 


Prospects of a favorable committee 
report on the proposal of C. G. Hannah, 
made through Aldine Chambers and C. 
P. Goree, attorneys, to sell the city 
ninety acres in DeKalb county for 
$250,009 for a cemetery, are remote to- 
day as the result of Mayor James G. 
Woodward's opposition to the scheme. 

Three members of the cemetery com- 
mittee of council—Chairman McCord, 
and Aldermen Ragsdale and Nutting— 
are opposed to the purchase, and when 
the committee meets this coming week 
to make an investigation, it is under- 
stood that the three above mentioned 
members will make the majority report 
adverse. 

Mayor Woodward clearly indicated 
on Saturday that he is not in sympathy 
with the scheme. He declared that if 
Attorney Goree or anyone else connect- 
ed with the scheme wants executive 
sanction they must offer a business 
proposition. 

“They'll have to come to me with a 
clean scheme, put on a business basis, 
and one which will be a direct benefit 
to the city, and not to any firm or 
corporation,” the mayor said. “Further- 
more, I don't like the way.this matter 
has been handled.” 

Strongest opposition to the deal will 
be from the members of the finance 
committee, who have opposed it ever 
since Attorney Goree and his client 
made the proposal to the finance com- 
mittee during the process of making 
up the June sheet. 

Finance Chairman Humphrey is bit- 
terly opposed to the purchase. He has 
had several conferences with Mayor 
Woodward since the introduction of a 
minority report favoring the purchase 
of the land. 

“If the city took over 
the basis of payment as 
Hannah and his associates,” said Chair- 
man Humphrey, “it will cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 at the lowest 
possible estimate to develop the prop- 
erty and put it in condition to be used 
as a cemetery. In its present 
tion the land ‘could not be sold as 
burial lots. I don’t consider the propo- 
sition a good one, because it is too 
remotely located, and 1 am informed 
that it adjoins a negro cemetery, which 
is also an objection.” 

The land which Hannah is seeking 
to sell the city is located on McDon- 
ough road, in Dekalb county. It ad- 
joins a tract of 250 acres which is 
owned by the city. 

The city’s property, according to 
those opposing the scheme, is just 
as suitable for cemetery purposes as 
the land upon which Hannah holds an 
option. The only trouble with the 
city’s property is that it has no ap- 
proaches, but the rights-of-way for a 
road, it is suggested, could be secured 
through the surrounding property. 
Hannah's attorneys offered the argu- 
ment that the city, by purchasing the 
ninety acres, would open an approach 
to its 250 acres. 

The property has been offered the 
city on the basis of $6.50 to be paid 
over to Hannah from the sales of the 
first 41,500 burial lots. On this basis it 
has been figured that the city will 
eventually pay, if it enters into the 
proposition, appoximately $259,000 for 
the property. 


NO WORRY IS SHOWN 
OVER EXPORTS OF GOLD 


Washington, June 20.—Treasury de- 
partment officials show only a pass- 
ing interest in the phenomenal ex- 
portation of gold through New York, 
$70,000,009 since January 1. The gold 
reserve supply at New York sub-treas- 
ury practically was exported and over 
$40,000,000 was sent to New York last 
week from other sub-treasuries. 

“What difference does it make if 
Europe draws on us for $100,000,000 or 
$200,000,000 worth?” John Burke, treas- 
urer of the United States; remarked to- 
day when asked about the movement. 
“The United States has plenty of gold. 
We are not like countries which have 
only a limited amount. We have more 
than a billion dollars worth of gold in 
reserve. A slight balance of trade 
against us: can easily start the gold 
moving toward KMurope, and I under- 
stood that two railway corporations 
about to retire some bond issues 
which must be met with

George E. Roberts, directors of the 
mint, believes the new currency law 
will check the flow of gold to WBurope. 
Under the new system, he Says, there 
will be a centralized control of the dis- 
count rate and a careful supervision 
of the credit situation. By establish- 
ing a reliable discount rate in this 
country, Mr. Roberts thinks the new 
banking system will put American 
rates on commercial paper on a par 
with the foreign market and induce 
foreign banks to Duy American com- 
mercial papers. By effecting a more 
universal interchange of investments, 
Mr. Roberts believes the new banking 
system will lessen the transfers of 
gold. 


INSANITY OUTSTRIPS 
POPULATION INCREASE 


Chicago, June 20.—Insanity in Cook 
county is increasing more rapidly than 
the population, according to figures 
announced yesterday by John E. Owens, 
judge of the county court, showing 
the number of insanity cases tried 
since 1907. Immorality and the in- 
creasing complexity of city life were 
said by Judge Owen to be the chief 
causes of insanity. 

The moving picture craze and base- 
ball have played their parts in in- 
creasing the number of cases, accord- 
tne to Judge Owens. Both amuse- 
ments, he said, too severely stimu- 
late the. emotions of those interested 
in them. The cases during the year, 
1913, numbered 2,470, and for the five 
months of 1914 ending May $31, 1,284.

TAX ON AUTOS DODGED 
BY MANY COUNTIES 
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1¢ All Owners Paid Their Tax, 


State Would Receive 
$100,000 Annually. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook has 
written a special communication to the 
legislature dealing with the automobile 
tax law which contains some interest- 

ormation.

revenue from this source of $100,000.

mobiles only $2, 23,562 automobiles 
were accounted for. 

The report by counties shows some 
interesting figures. Fulton county 
leads with 3,600 machines; Chatham 
comes next with 903; Bibb third with 
754. Rabun and Union counties boast 
only one automobile each, while 
Townes county has none. 

Secretary of State Cook’s statement 
to the legislature follows: 

How Law Operates. 

“Inasmuch as you will be called 
upon to make some changes in the act 
regulating the operation of automobiles 
in this state, especially in regard to 
the disbursement of the fund received 
under said act, I thought it might in- 
terest you to have a statement of the 
result of the operation of the law for 
the first six months. Under the old law, 
with only one registration at $2 neces- 
sary, the total number of cars ac- 
counted for on my books is 23,562. 

“Of course, in the several years in 
which this law has been in operation, 
changes, disuse and other natural 
causes might mean that there are not 
now as many machines in Georgia as 
the total registration indicates. On the 
other hand, however, I am reliably in- 
formed that in many sections of the 
state this law has been absolutely ig- 
nored, and I know that many owners 
of cars have never complied with its 
requirements. 

“IT am of the opinion, after as. full 
an investigation as it is possible for 
me to make, that there are now not 
less than 26,000 automobiles owned 
and operated in this state. Up to June 1 
I have sold 17,373 number plates at $5 
each, receiving therefor $86,865. De- 
ducting the cost of 25,000 seals and 
plates, stamps and incidental expense 
in furnishing 17,373 numbers—$719.80— 
leaves a net balance of $79,666.20, which 
amount I thave paid into the. state 
treasury. If this law had been eén- 
forced in every section of the state 
this amount would have exceeded the 
sum of $100,000.”

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year rule, was officially announced to- 
night. 

According to information from vari- 
ous sources, several other prominent 
southern colleges and universities have 
been waiting for Vanderbilt to take 
the first step in deserting the Southern 
Intercollegiate Athletic association. It 
is soiree g that the University of Geor- 


gia is in accord with Vanderbilt’s ac- 
tion.

Prior to the action of Vanderbilt in 
withdrawing from the association, an 
invitation was received from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia bv the local 
ciation asking it to have a represent- 
ative at a meeting to be held soon at 
Atlanta, for the purpose of conside: 
“matters relative to the welfare 
athletics throughout the south.” 

It is considered that Georgia Tech

MORAN 10 WIN 


Says “White Hope” Has 
a Good Chance Against 
Jack Johnson in Paris 
Saturday.

New York, June 20.—(Special.)—I 
note that Billy Brady, formerly my 
partner and manager, and at present 
one of the real big theatrical lights, 
has gone abroad on a double mission— | 
to pick up whatever good material in 
the shape of plays may be on the Eu- 
ropean market and to occupy a seat at 
the ringside when Jack Johnson and 
Frank Moran meet for the heavy- 
weight title in Paris on June 27—one 
week from today. 

Brady, by the way, believes that 
Moran will lick the negro champlon. 
In talking about the prospetcs of a 
change in titleholders the other day, 
Billy said that he intends to put a 
nice bet on Moran if the odds look 
inviting. 

He argued that Johnson will fall 
just the same as Jeffries did, and as 
others before them did in their turns. 
“No man,” said Brady, “can go the 
route that everybody Knows Johnson 
has for the past four years’ without 
paying the penalty, and unless the big 
smoke is lucky enough to catch Moran 
with a decisive punch in the first round 
or two, Moran will surely come home 
the winner. 

“It is simply a case of youth and 
strength and a fair amount of box- 
ing skill against a man who has seen 
his best days as a boxer, and whose 
dissipations have robbed him of the 
vitality necessary to carry him through 
a long contest. 

“Johnson’s only chance is to win 
quickly, and if he fails to connect in 
the first few rounds, I will be greatly 
surprised—and admit [I know nothing 
about fighters and fighters’ condition— 
if Moran does not stop him in ten 
rounds.” 

I wish I felt the same way about it 
Brady does. While there is little doubt 
that Johnson has gone a swift gait 
for a long time and is probably not 
anywhere near the form of four years 
ago, still Moran is not my choice of 
white heavy to send after that title. 

What has Frank ever done to entitle 
him to the chance—over Gunboat 
Smith and Jess Willard? Johnson may 
not be in very good shape, but it will 
not take a great fighter to beat Moran. 
If Frank wins he will be a very lucky 
young man. And rest assured he will 
not give Smith or Willard the oppor- 
tunity to prove himapoor excuse for 
a champion. Not while Danny Mc- 
Kettrick has him in charge, anyway. 

The plan will be—in the event of 
victory—to take Moran on a tour of 
the world, exhibiting him as the man 
who brought back the proud title of 
heavyweight champion of the world to 
the white race. That will get the 
money anywhere, and ought to be good 
for a couple of years of money-making 
without Frank having to put on a 
glove in a regular contest. 

In the meantime Smith and Willard 
will probably have settled which is the 
better man, and as soon as Moran 
elects to return to the ring I will be 
ready to wager a few dollars that his 
reign as champion ends right there. 

But that’s enough of that dream. 
Let us weit another week and see 
what happens. The worst luck I wish 
Moran is that he wins. But I hate to 
think of what he will do with that 
title if he does cop it. Goodby to the 
championship dreams of Gunboat and 
Willard. Moran will put the title 
away in camphor and the rest of the 
‘hopes’ can go hang themselves for 
all he will care. Danny MoKettrick 
has engineered the whole deal and 
solely to his untiring efforts Frank 
Moran owes a chance that comes to 
mighty few heavyweights in a life- 
time. 


ECONOMY OF POWER 
NOW GREAT FACTOR 


Manager of Cartercar Com- 
pany Stresses Strong Points 
of Gearless Transmission. 


Alone with the question of reduction 
of overhead expense, manufacturers in 
every line are now seriously consider- 
ing the problem of economy of power. 

With the railroads clamoring for and 
seeking to educate the public to the 
necessity forthe raise of freight rates, 
it will not be long before the price of 
coal will induce the big‘*concerns to 
geek machinery that will operate with 
but a minimum of power.

Here again we see the ques- 
tion of cost of power regulating the 
manufacture of machinery. 

“This is one of the strongest points 
in favor of the gearless transmission 
for its versatility and powerful lever- 
age gives always abundant power with 
an unusual economy of effort and fuel.

Features of the New York Mu- 
nicipal Car. 


(From The Electrical Railway Journal.) 

The new car which the New York 
Municipal Railway corporation has de- 
veloped for rapid transit subway and 
elevated service is a remarkable com- 
bination of large dimensions with low 
weights, modest motor equipment, high 
schedules and enormous passenger 
capacity. The impressive dimensions 
of the car certainlv have been utilized 
to the best possible extent. Obviously 
end doors alone were out of the ques- 
tion in a car 67 feet long. The first 
thought would be to add a center door, 
but in this instance three pairs of dou- 
ble side doors are used, and these are 
located so as to divide the amount of 
passenger interchange as evenly as 
possible. Even during the hours of 
light traffic passenger movement will 
be faster than in other rapid-transit 
cars, for one-half of each doorway will 
still be available. In this connection, 
many of the stations will be furnished 
with ticket offices and stairways at 
each end instead of at the center only. 
This arrangement will avoid the com- 
mon defect of long-train loading at 
many of the older designs of subway 
and elevated railway passenger Sta- 
tions where the middle cars of trains 
are crowded at the very time that the 
end cars are not even filled to their 
full seating capacity. Thus there is 
no question about the feasibility of 
this high-capacity car from the stand- 
point of quick station loading and un- 


loading.

National, State and Local

From the Georgia woman's suffrage 
party comes the following query: “Are 
we jadies?’”’ 

There are men who say it is not 
lady-like for women to vote, and that 
it is beyond their sphere. That re- 
minds me that when the head of the 
Clan McKenzie went down to London 
his attendants were shocked that he 
Was not given his accustomed seat at 
the head of the table. The chieftain 
proudly said: ‘Where the McKenzie 
sits is the head of the table.’ What- 
ever our time and good women deem 
that is right and proper for them to 
do is lady-like, and is within their 
sphere. 

When Major Walter Clark, chief 
justice of North Carolina, says this, 
he proves that he, a southern man, be- 
lieves that the women of the south 
will retain their gentleness and sweet- 
ness, even when they are entrusted 
with the ballot. Convinced of the 
right and justice of equal suffrage, he 
is not afraid that this extension of the 
activities and mental development of 
woman will rob her of that charm 
and virtue of which men love and re- 
vere in her. If one southern man, 
who has thought deeply on this sub- 
ject, holds the views voiced in his 
masterly speech, delivered in Rich- 
mond, January, 1914, is it not possi- 
ble that very soon many of his com- 

atriots may share his convictions? Is 

t not probable that the time is fast 
approaching when the men of Georgia 
will believe it is right that women 
shall vote and that the; may do so 
without hurt to any truly womanly 
quality, and believing this will give 
them the vote? 
' As Major Clark says: “In ten states 
and one territory women have been 
granted the suffrage by the majority 
of the men, the women themselves not 
voting. Shall the men of the south 
be ‘less just or less chivalrous? Il am 
@ native southerner. I have shed my 
blood in your service, in the ranks of 
your armies; I have spent my life be- 
neath your sunny skies; I can, there- 
fore, speak .frankly to my own peo- 
ple.” 

An Appeal. 

Oh, men of Georgia! Will you not 
pause to think seriously of the right 
and justice of this thing? Will you 
not trust us to make good use of the 
ballot; trust and believe that we will 
not be dragged down nor degraded by 
its use, but rather broadened and 
made better, never forfeiting our dig- 
nity, gentleness, sympathy, sweetness 
and courtesy—the inalienable qualities 
of the gentlewoman? 

Perhaps it will happen after you 
have given us the vote that this busi- 
ness of voting may be made a little 
better and cleaner by contact with 
us, rather than that we will become 
contaminated in any way by contact 
with the ballot box. 

A few days ago in an office a man 
held forth on the evils of woman suf- 
frage. He contended that women were 
too good and pure to be mixed up in 
the dirty political mess. A young 
salesman who had been a silent listen- 
er to his tirade turned to him and 
said: “Are you mixed up in dirty 
politics, Mr. Smith?’ “No!” exclaimed 
the irate Mr. Smith. “Do you vote?” 
asked the young man. “Yes,’’ respond- 
ed Mr. Smith, and the talk ended there. 

Woman's Part. 

In the south before the war every 
woman of any substance was as the 
head of a large establishment, an in- 
dustrial as well as a domestic center. 
It was considered not unbecoming that 
this lady should direct all the indus- 
try of the household, superintending 
the business of the kitchen, the dairy 
and the smokehouse, the making of 
soap, lard, candles, preserves, cotton 
and woolen cloths; the fashioning of 
wearing apparel of all sorts. Almost 
everything that was used in her house- 
hold was made under her care and 
direction, and that this might be well 
done the lady must needs come con- 
stantly into contact with her ignorant 
negroes, training and teaching them, 
herself showing them the necessary 
tastes. She must consider their per- 
sonal welfare and comfort, as well as 
that of her own children, for after all, 
were they not big children whom she 
must guide and think for. When ill 
they must have medicine, perhaps of 
her own distilling; when disobedient, 
they must be punished, and always 
they must be trained and taught. All 
this was no slight burden. It required 
capactiy, mental and physical, espe- 
cially when her husband’s acres were 
broad and rich; when her house was 
often filled with guests to overflow- 
ing in the lavish fashion of our south- 
ern land. Because this woman toiled 
with brain and head (sometimes you 
may be gure with her hands, too,) does 
any one question that she was a lady? 
Because she planned and managed, 
that her household might be prosper- 
©us and well ordered, was she less 
gentle and true? Because she came 
into contact daily with a lower race 
was her nature lowered by that con- 
tact? No, rather were teaching and 
her care the greatest benefit which 
that race has ever received. That lady 
is the ideal lady of our romantic 
thoughts today—a glorious type of 
womanhood. Kind, generous, industri- 
ous, brave, tender; the woman who 
without a murmur gave her sons, her 
husband, her brothers to the country 
and the cause that she loved. 


Modern Methods. 


Those days are past. The society 
ef which she was an integral part is 
molded into something new. Modern 
machinery makes our soap, candles, 
linen and most of our household ef- 
fects, much of our clothing and prac- 
tically all of our husband’s clothing 
and a large part of our food is pre- 
pared in the factory. The large house- 
hold. of many servants is reduced to 
one of very few workers. We will not 
venture to say that they are well 
trained. But neither do we have the 
opportunity of training them from 
childhood up, and many of us must 
learn perforce to do our own house- 
work; with the aid of the vacuum 
cleaner, the patent dishwasher and a 
dozen other devices that modern in- 
vention has put within our reach. Our 
household work has been taken away 
or reduced, so that it can be per- 
formed in an allotted part of the day. 
For the rest of the day do vou want 
us to sit idle at home, or gad about 
away from home? It is not well that 
we, the cooks, should know some- 
thing of the conditions in those larger 
kitchens, the factories or the can- 
neries? Is it not expedient that we, 
the housekeepers, should have a part 
in the housekeeping of that larger 
house—the city? Is it not right that 
we, the home-makers, should know 
more of the homes of our less fortu- 
nate sisters, that these sisters them- 
selves should have a voice in the mak- 
ing of the laws that bind them, often 
their misery? Is it not useful that 
we, the spinners and weavers, ‘the 
knitters in the sun;” should go into 
that larger workroom, the factory? Is 
it not good that we, the mothers, 
should share equally with the father’s 
control of the milk supply from which 
our children are fed; the schols, where 
our children are taught; the parks, 
playgrounds and streets, where they 
play? 

Let us go into the factory, into the 
board of aldermen, into the cotton 
mills, the schools, the playgrounds and 


see if we cannot make things better 


there, but put into our hands the broom 
to sweep, the needle to sew, the spin- 
die, the loom and the rod that enforces 
obedience. In other words, Men of 
Georgia, give us the VOTE.

LETTER FROM JUDGE HAMMOND.

“As for the cause of woman suf- 
frage, I have always been committed to 
that. The justice of equal political 
rights to women and the injustice of 
unequal rights chrystalized in my mind 
twenty years ago. I have given up ar 
guing the subject. As President Taft 
told me, there is nothing left to de- 
hate. Of course I have thought a lot 
about it and could say a lot. That 
speech of mine delivered twenty years 
ago in Atlanta before the ational 
Woman's Suffrage association is some- 
where or other, but I regret I cannot 
lay my hands on it now. It was the 
work of a juvenile enthusiast, but I 
am proud to think I was introduced on 
that occasion by Susan B. Anthony, 
who commended my zeal warmly. 
confess, of late, I have been interested 
in securing other rights than that of 
suffrage, for women, such as the right 
of equal pay with men for the same 
work.” 

The same lady received the following 
expression in a personal communica- 
tion from the on. F. A. Lipscomb, 
representative from Clarke, whose 
“equalization taxation bill’ was 680 
widely commented on last session: 

“IT am heartily in sympathy with 
your cause, and the good work you are 
doing.” 


FROM BOWDRE PHINIZY. 

From Col. Bowdre Phinizy of the 
Augusta Herald and Athens Herald, 
comes the following:

When one remembers how few 
years have passed since the advocates 
of this world-wide movement were 
timid about whispering their convic- 
tions and listen now to the clarion 
tones with which the thoughtful are 
declaring for woman and her political 
rights, who can longer question the 
assertion of her advocates, that the 
Georgia woman will be the first of the 
southern women accorded the vote. 


ATLANTA EQUAL SUFFRAGE ASSO- 
CIATION, 

The Atlanta Equal Suffrage associa- 
tion held its usual bi-monthly meeting 
at the Hotel Ansley, on Wednesday, the 
pesos, Mrs. Woodall, presiding. The 

usiness of the meeting was postponed 
until the end of the session, and the 
address on the need of various reforms 
in civic affairs, given by Dr. Katszofgf. 

“Physicians should look into the 
solvency of sotial problems from the 
cradle to the grave. They see poverty 
and riches; they see the need of differ- 
ent and better conditions; they under- 
stand what causes disease and poverty 
and could give their support to reforms, 
but they do not do this. 

“In Georgia women’s suffrage is still 
in the first stage—persecution and op- 
pression; some other states in the sec- 
ond stage; only a few have attained the 
third. Votes for women will bring out 
what is best in them; without them 
there will never be a sanitary state. 

“Women should fight and demand the 
vote. Men allow all these bad laws 
because the owners of mills and other 
industries control the vote. They could 
not win thé office unless the former 
elected them so thev dare not g0 
against the wishes of capital. 

“Forty-two per cent of the deaths 
are caused by disease and poverty. 
One thousand four hundred die every 
week. When the Titanic’ went down 
1,400 died, and thus we have a Titanic 
disaster every week. No great noise is 
made about it because they are poor 
people—there are no millionaires 
among them, asin the case of the 
drowning: the papers say nothing of 
those 1,400 who die on land every week. 
They are workers.” 

Want Expression. 

“Why should not mothers 
themselves as well as fathers? 

“T always thought that whatever my 
mother said was right,’”’ said Professor 
Derry, following this remark with 
enconiums about Georgia, her women 
and her laws. Interesting personal 
reminiscences of thé civil war were 
given; portions of the laws of Geor- 
gia as to child labor were read, which 
latter, he said, were good but not en- 
forced. 

Mrs. M. L. McLendon, state president 
of the Georgia Women’s assoication, 
and Professor Derry had an impromptu 
debateonthestatus of themen voters 
during reconstruction times, which was 
both amusing and instructive to their 
hearers. 

Mr. Leonard J. Grossman read a let- 
ter from J. L. Anderson, of Atlanta, 
requesting a copy of the suffrage bill 
and offering his co-operation. Mr. 
Grossman then read his own letter to 
Mr. Anderson, in which he said that 
the bill had been sent to Hon. Barry 
Wright, who would introduce it te the 
legislature. 

This bill was read before the asso- 
ciation, and resolutions indorsing it 
passed by the association. 

Miss Ray Kline offered a resolution 
which was passed indorsing the action 
of the National Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in reference to these clubs in- 
dorsing the principle of women’s suf- 
frage after a twenty years’ fight to 
break down the bar on political sub- 
jects—equality without regard to sex. 

Mrs. McLendon discussed the state 
meeting im Atlanta next month, and 
alsO gave some cheering news from the 
Macon suffragists. Miss

St. Petersburg, June 20.— Recent 
events have shown that an enormous 
influence on Russian life is exerted by 
gipsy girls. Gipsy soloists, gipsy gui- 
tarists, gipsy dancers are one of the 
queer illicit governing influences of 
Bociety. 

Gipsies constantly compete with 
“prophets,” “Messiahs” and “holy wom- 
en.” Most things interesting and dra- 
matic, whether adventure or crime, be- 
in or end with them. With “Tsi- 
ganki,” newpspapers are full of them. 
When M. Rogatin, treasurer of Moghilef 
province, eloped with $7,000 govern- 
ment money he eloped also with a 
gipsy. When the retired colonel, Man- 
assieff, thundered into a Moscow 
“amusement restraurant,” and shot the 
prettiest woman there, the victim was 
a gipsy. And the daughter of one 
of the richest of the Tver marshals of 
the nobility ran away with a male 
gipsy, the baritone, Bielsky. 

From the daily records of passion 
and crime, you would conclude that 
gipsies are Russia's only bold, effective, 
and romantic people; and that instead 
of numbering 60,000, as the last census 
says, they number at least 60,000,000. 


His Spree With Gipsy Chorus. 


The “Tsiganki’’ are Russia’s’ great 
amusement providers; and it is during 
amusement bouts that Russians learn 
to know them, love them, elope with 
them, shoot them. 

A case which excited Moscow last 
month shows how the typical moneyed 
Russ takes his pleasure and his “Tsik- 
anki.” M. Fedor Pastukoff, son of a 
rich brewer of south Russia, came to 
Moscow for a spree. The spree, a la 
Russe, was to consist of infinite “zakus- 
ki” of caviare and raw smoked salmon, 
infinite glasses of vodka, a meal last- 
ing at least four hours, and an up- 
rorious entertainment by black-eyed 
“Tsiganki.” Pastukoff brought along 
his friend Vasilieff, student of the Phi- 
lologicial faculty; and the pair made 
for the “Yar’’ amusement restaurant at 
eight in the evening, and till one in 
the morning ate, and drank “shampan- 
skoe” in a private room. The “private 
room” (the “otdielni kabinet’’) is essen- 
tial to a Russian spree. 

At one in the morning Pastukoff sent 
for a whole gipsy chorus, consisting of 
two men and eleven women of differ- 
ent ages and stages of beauty. To prove

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that he was a rich man, ready to pay 
liberally, ‘Pastukoff hurled. two bottles 
of “shampanskoe” into costly mirrors; 
next fired his revolver into the walls: 
and then sent for the proprietor and 
paid for the damage 

After the gipsies had sung a string 
of passionate, lachrymose melodies like 
“Last Days” and “Down on Mother, 
Mother Volga,” Pastukoff dismissed all 
but the four prettiest. 


Shot the Girl Dead. 


At 4 a. m., hopelessly drunken, Pas- 
tukoff said something which offended 
the gipsy, Irina Malorin. Irina 
his e@ars. Pastukoff drew a revoiver, 
thrust the muzzle in her ear, and fired. 
Being used to the sound of revolver 
shots, the waiters outside paid no at- 
tention. Later when they entered they

The war will come in 1917; and 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Russia 
will take Perhaps also 
Already has begun, 
vigorous, aggressive measures are be- 
ing taken by Russia against the fa- 
vorite economic measures of Germany's 
agrarians. Germany is devising meas- 
ures of retaliation. Austria and Hun- 
gary have both officially proclaimed 
themselves unfriendly to the German 
tariff. Not since Count Witte’s tariff 
war with Caprivi in 1893 have pros- 
pects been seen of such a big economic 
struggle. 

Germany’s imperial secretary of state 
for the interior, Dr. Clemens von Del- 
bruck, precipitated the tariff war. He 
proclaimed that Germany would stand 
meekly on the defensive, and in this 
ray he encouraged her neighbors to 
begin the attack. yermany’s customs 
relations with taissia and Austria- 
{ungary are regulated by commercia! 
treaties of 1906 which are based on the 
Bulow tariff of 1903. This tariff is 
highly protectionist. It raised heavily 
the duties in the Caprivi tariff of 1893, 
and in particular it increased the du- 
ties on rve and wheat. The Bulow tar- 
iff satisfies no one in Germany and 
no one outside.

‘Mrs. Medill McCormick, Miss Jane Addams, Anna Shaw and other heritors 
to Susan B. Anthony’s slogan, “Suffrage regardless of sex or color,” have sat 
at the suffrage table and have called since 1869 that they would break their 
fast by enactment of a federal law forcing equal suffrage on all states. Per- 
ceiving the unpopularity of this order in the political kitchen, a second set 


of suffrage advocates ask for national 


suffrage, through the Shafroth resolu- 


tion (of which more anon) as a subtle forerunner of federal supervision. The 
third guest at this suffrage table is now heard: “I want suffrage with the 


negro vote eliminated.” 


“Your federal law advocate has broken the eliminator.” 


Back from the powers that be comes the message, 


In other words, 


state sovereignty alone could have guaranteed state control of elections and 


the elimination of undesirables. This 
majority of the women of our section. 


WOMAN'S 
SUPERIORITY. 

Woman has been entrenched for 
many years upon a platform of superi- 
ority. Her vision has been kept 
clean and clear, her hands unfettered 
of fear, unhampered of favor, her 
heart throbbing for her own and the 
great human family; she has through 
her very independence of politics ac- 
complished great things for her peo- 
ple. Figures in states where equal 
suffrage obtains show that votes of 
women have not helped in the great 
civic and moral problems of the day; 
that there has been a notable loss to 
the prohibition forces, lamentable in- 
difference to the use of the vote, and 
the venal side of woman, hitherto un- 
discovered, has appeared. 

More than a million women were 
represented at the biennial at Chicago. 
They have concerned themselves with 
civics, economics and all questions 
contributing to public welfare. For 
instance, during the month of April, 
1913, the “starve-the-fly” campaign 
went forward in every state by com- 
mon consent. 

In May, 1913, the city and town 
“clean-up” campaign was as much in 
the order of events all over the coun- 
try asthe spring house-cleaning of the 
individual home. City officials, the 
clergy, school children and all sorts 
of philanthropic associations were en- 
listed because it was a _ necessary 
measure for the health of the com- 
munity. 

THEIR : 
ACCOMPLISHMENT. 


In the winter months, nearly every 
state federation was busy with legis- 
lation desired for women and children; 
minimum wage boards, widows’ pen- 
sions and eight-hour laws for women 
workers might be mentioned as the 
most important measures. It is said 
that club women get any legislation 
that they really want. 

Now that summer approaches, the 
use of public playgrounds is promoted, 
children’s gardens are supervised, pub- 
lic parks are looked after, the police 
woman is in request. 

All the year an agitation for pure 
food is carried on. 

“Unity in diversity” surely expresses 
the club woman movement. There is 
the greatest diversity of method and 
yet a certain unity of purpose is easily 
discernible. 
THEIR 
FUNCTIONS. 

These women have come to fill a 
good many civic functions, which real- 
ly belong to city or state officials,

; but they manage the difficult problem 


of co-operation with considerable tact. 
The official may look askance at first, 
but he soon comes to bless those who 
work with him for public welfare, 
without salary, and with no desire for 
the spoils of office. 

Women in the club movement are 
most friendly to all other organiza- 
tions of women. They co-operate and 
join with them, not at all fearful lest 
their thunder should be stolen. In fact, 
they realize there is so much to -be 
done that there is room for every- 
body—nay, more—that the vineyard 
continually calls for more laborers, 

At the recent biennial there was a 
general review of the work accomp- 
lished in the various departments. It 
must not be forgotten that there are 
national departments of civics and 
health, conservation, education, fine 
arts, home economics, industrial and 
social conditions, legislation and civil 
service reform, literature and reciproci- 
ty and press. Al of these have their 
national scope of work with many va- 
riations, according to state and local- 
ity. ; 
The biennial has been chiefly valu- 
able because of the opportunity for an 
exchange of ideas between women who 
come from every section of the country. 
Next to that, is the advantage of hear- 
ing the work of other associations of 
women set forth by able representa- 
tives. Then, too, experts on educa- 
tion, civics-and all other important 
public topics, are giad to appear be- 
fore this gathering of intelligent and 
earnest woinen seeking their co-opera- 
tion and full understanding. 

On equal suffrage the general feder- 
ation has been silent, holding that 
women can best work out that prob- 
lem in separate organizations. It wel- 
comes the suffragist and anti-suffra- 
gist equally. It encourages political 
study and urges the appointment of 
women of. jon boards and all state 
boards. — Sstion, therefore, the ad- 
visability .«° the recent action -of the 
federatioli in admitting suffrage as an 
i :

Paragraph the essential values of the 
club movement. It may be said, how- 
ever, that it takes woman from an in- 
different or self-ceritered attitude and 
shows her the need of her services for 
the community of which she is a part. 
Association with other women in clubs 
is bound to bring a certain breadth 
and tolerance and dependability of 
character.

The nation-wide movements for safe- 
guarding of women and children, the 
removal of inequalities in wage, be- 
sides to special favors to woman work- 
ers, the betterment of labor conditions, 
have as strong average activities in 
the male suffrage states as in the equal 
suffrage states. 

Neither Colorado nor any other suf- 
frage state prohibits night labor for 
women, yet there are sixteen male suf- 
frage states where such labor is pro- 
hibited or restricted. New York and 
Texas, Ohio, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, Wisconsin and other male suf- 
frage states have enacted excellent 
laws against the evils that advocates 
of suffrage claim votes fo® women will 
promptly remedy—record of equal suf- 
frage states to the contrary. 

Dr. Anna Shaw, president National 
Suffrage association, sweepingly char- 
acterizes those who oppose suffrage as 
protectors of liquor interests; food 
dopers, child labor exploiters, “white 
slavers and political bosses.” Alas, that 
evil exists, but joy be that there are 
women so intent on the business of be- 
ing a woman that through them many 
of those ills are lessened and much 
of the wickedness of the race is pre- 
vented by foul ends. Through per- 
sonal service without wage, by moral 
influence and intelligent advice wom- 
en are doing what votes for women 
have neither prevented nor ameliorat- 
ed. The character and life work of 
leading anti-suffragists refute the 
gentle charge of Dr. Anna Shaw that 
anti-suffragists are “vultures looking 
for carrion” and that furthermore, with 
an amusing mixing of metaphors, they 
serve “by holding out their skirts as 
screens for the liquor traffic, the 
gambler, the vicious and those in- 
terested in dance halls,” etc. 


THE PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT. 


Should the amendment to the con- 
stitution of the state providing for 
regulating the franchise and asking 
that a “votes for women” amendment 
be passed by the legislature, such ac- 
tion would be futile in the face of the 
proposed amendment to the federal 
constitution. 

State’srightsisno newnor restrict- 
ed creed. It was claimed for Massa- 
chusetts in 1811; it was the ground 
upon which the Hartford convention of 
1814 withdrew New England from the 


union and it was again claimed by 
{Massachusetts in 1844, and it is the 
}basis upor which state associations 
Opposed to equal suffrage are already 
fighting federal supervision of elec- 
tions in sixteen states. State sov- 
ereignty had been recoginzed as one 
of the salient features of the now 


;much battered constitution of our 
ifathers and had been taught in the 
'military academy at West Point from 
ja book entitled, “Rawles’ View of the 
'Constitution,” in use from 1825 to 1840. 
‘Leading ‘men of north and south who 
were West Pointers were both taught 
from this textbook, yet those of the 
north yielded to the potent influence 
of William Lloyd Garrison, who an- 
swered the claim that “the constitu- 
tion guaranteed to the states all rights 
Inot expressly delegated thereby to 
,the federal government,” by burning a 
{copy of the constitution and crying 
aloud, “Down with the constitution; 
it is a covenant with death and an 
agreement with hell.” Such the spirit, 
such the creed now animating the ad- 
vocates of the Bristow-Mondell-Shaf- 
roth propositions. 


THE VOTING 
POWER. 


In the south 2,000,000 colored women 
would be added to the voting power of 
the section. Is there any doubt as to 
the party with which the majority of 
these will affiliate? 

In Georgia nearly two-thirds of the 
labor employed in our industrial in- 
stitutions is composed of women and 
children. Many of these would have 
the same qualifications displayed by 
those from a certain factory in a mur- 
der case in Atlanta who testified first 
one way and then another, Does 
Georgia need that quality of voters 
added to her list? Because some men 
have not measured up to the status of 
true citizenship should we add more 
voters of that type to qualify ‘the 
claims of equal suffrage? 

In a statement touchin the inad- 
visability of amendin the constitu- 
tion by reason of ratification by thir- 
ty-six states, before the congressional 
judiciary committee, Miss Bronson 
testified in behalf of opposition to 
equal suffrage as follows: 

“Wyoming, with its 145,000 inhabi- 
‘tants, would counterbalance New York, 
with its 10,000,000. Idaho would coun- 
terbalance Massachusetts. 

In New York, New Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania, where this 
question of woman suffrage would dou- 
ble the electorate, the cost of which 
is of great concern to those common- 
wealths, would be counterbalanced by 
Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Wyoming, 
whose combined population is about 
equal to that of Connecticut with an 
area considerably less than a single 
county, in any of the four. Nine states, 
including the eastern industrial states 
I have mentioned and the three states 
of Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
where within the past eighteen months 
woman suffrage has been defeated 
with majorities approaching 100,000, 
each contain a greater population than 
any sixty-six states of the union, if 
we exclude the states which have dis- 
franchised an electorate which was 
forced upon them by an act identical 
with that proposed in this bill. Our 
greatest president, although a friend 
of that. enfranchised race, was opposed 
to that amendment, for he more than 
any of his associates foresaw the re- 
sult. His friendship for the colored 
man was not doubted, yet he opposed 
this fifteenth amendment because he 
foresaw the result.” 


THE RACIAL 
ISSUE. 


The friction between the two races 


of the south was brought about by 
that amendment of the _ constitution 
which gave the right of suffrage to all 
males of prescribed age, regardless of 
color, race or previous condition of 
servitude. The effort to enforce this 
amendment in the south

aided in the virtual nullifying of that 
amendment, where white voters of 
states so directed. 

The Lodge force bill of some years 
ago advocated federal supervision of 
our voting precincts; this, too, state 
sovereignty prevented. The Bristow- 
Mondell amendment, pushed by wom- 
en would force equal suffrage at 
cost of state rights, would enlarge the 
power of congress in controlling and 
regulating elections, regardless of 
states, thus vitalizing the fifteenth 
amendment, an inevitable result ac- 
cording to Georgia representatives in 
congress. 

Alarmed at the possibilities southern 
suffragists have undertaken to organ- 
ize for the purpose of holding the mat- 
ter within state jurisdiction. To ap- 
pease them the advocates of federal 
control have secured the services of a 
“progressive democrat” from Colorado, 
Shafroth by naane, who has cleverly 
worked his villainous intent to secure 
federal control of states by proposing 
that when 8&8 per cent of the votes of a 
state shall petition for an election, such 
a petition shall be granted according 
to a congressional ruling, this effort 
at securing such action on the part of 
the 8 per cent to be continued indefi- 
nitely until suffrage for women is se- 
cured; providing also that when thirty- 
six states shall ask thus others shall 
have no redress — state constitu- 
tions to be ignored, thus foisting upon 
the south the illiterate vote of a race 
with whom we cannot live on terms 
of political and social equality. By 
the adoption of this amendment, a 
state would surrendér all her rights of 
self-protection.

VIEWS OF 
GREAT SOUTHERNER. 

A short while before the death of a 
great southerner—a man who had 
served his section as a brave confed- 
erate soldier, who for twenty years 
served a reunited nation in the halls of 
congress, a man whose poise and brav- 
ery were many times called on to set- 
tle difficulties in the dark days of 
reconstruction, he was asked if “The 
Leopard’s Spots’’ gave a true picture of 
those days. “Yes,” said he, “absolutely 
without exaggzeration.”’ The same 
provocation will produce like results. 
Then of a truth will a Frankenstein be 
born of these machinations that shall 
terrify its creator, shall crush alike 
the good and bad, shall endanger anew 
the foundations of peace, and with un- 
wavering finger it shall cry, “Woman, 
thou thyself hast brought me forth!” 

I take it that woman’s capabilities 
and inteMigence are not, by this issue, 
called in question; that the inspira- 
tion and activities of Joan of Arc are 
not doubted; that the abilities of Cath- 
erine of Russia, of Isabella of Spain, 
of Elizabeth and Victoria of England 
redound to the glory of the race be- 
cause of their individual broadness as 
human agents, not because they were 
women. To push woman into further 
activties than those hitherto essential 
to the good of the state would involve 
her in the intricacies of feminism and 
militancy. 

THE REAL 
SUPREMACY. 


We are citizens of the republic: no 
efforts are being made to dislodge us 
from our supremacy, and it is our 
duty as such to continue our influence 
upon politics, upon the lives that touch 
ours, to make for magnanimity and 
purity by a determination on the part 
of each of us to count for something 
definite in the moulding of public opin- 
ion. It is our duty to study the social- 
istic problems of our country, result- 
ing from graft and greed of the already 
rich, and having learned, to impress our 
views upon those about us, thus aiding 
of individual peace. At present every 
socialist is a suffragist. The socialist 
party is neither local nor national, but 
world-wide in its scope, therefore, we 
would know its creed, we would seek 
friends, therein, to our viewpoint. The 
failure of suffrage to alleviate other 
ills may show that the woman shall 
help solve socialist problems far sooner 
than woman in man’s spiere.

Even if 
taxes were the price of the ballot, 
property owners are not restricted to 
desirable voters. 

The increased expenses of elections 
would further delay and perhaps lessen 
the pay of our school teachers. Poll 


tax, street tax, jury exemption are not 
gifts to the voter, and the increased 
electorate would heavily drain the in- 
adequately increased treasury. The fast 
loomin PposspPbilities- of government 
ownership of public utilities would give 
the party’ in power the right to in- 
stall in dominant positions persons 
suited to its way of thinking, regard- 
less of race, color or-.previous condi- 
tion of servitude.

probably 300,000 children died last 
year in the United States. The great 
i tell us that half of these 
lives could have been saved if we had 
utilized methods of hygiene and sani- 
tation already understood—more than 
that, if children are well born and 
cared for, that infant mortality may 
be a ‘negligible quantity.’ The power 
of reduction lies with us, and it is 
illimitable in extent. In New Zealand, 
where a volunteer society for the 
health of women and children has been 
at work for some years, the death 
rate has been reduced to fifty-one for 
the whole country, while in certain 
communities it is still lower, notably 
in the city of Dunedin, where it has 
been reduced to thirty-eight. The New 
York city board of health says, ‘Public 
health is purchasable. Within certain 
natural limitations a community can 
determine its own death rate.’ News- 
holme, the great English - authority, 
says infant mortality is the best sin- 
gle index we have of social conditions. 
“The problem of infant mortality has 
been stated by the. scientists. The 
methods of meeting it have been worked 
out by the sanitarians. It now re- 
mains to popularize those methods, to 
increase public interest in securing 
their application. The children’s bu- 
reau is att empting to popularize that 
vast field of information regarding so- 
cial, civic and individual hygiene, 
which, if applied by citizens and com- 
munities, will result in a lowering of 
the infant death rate and a raising 
of the general standard of health.”

The problem of conserving human life 


in Georgia, now needlessly sacrificed to 


preventable disease, will be one of the para- 
mount issues before the legislature, which 
meets this week. 

The Constitution publishes today two 
communications which shed valuable light 


on the subject. 

One is from Dr. Bmory R. Park, of the 
state-board of health. He classifies vital 
statistics as “mere hieroglyphics.” He 
admits they are ornamental enough in their 
way, but he would have them relegated to 
the background until we have an organized 
health service in every county in Georgia. 

The other card is from Dr. L. C. Allen. 
representative from Jackson county, and 
author of a bill creating a system of vital 
statistics. 

Dr. Allen says: “Vital statistics is the 
backbone of every public health law.” 

Dr. Allen is right. 

Dr. Park is wrong. 

Vital statistics and health service go 
hand in hand; each being supplemental; a 
divorce between the two is impossible. 

To establish a public health service, 
with whatever excellent provisions, and to 
ignore vital statistics and the registration 
of diseases, will be a large lot of money 
and effort wasted. We will be in possession 
of a, splendid machine for fighting disease, 
without any knowledge of where to locate 
the enemy. We will have the hospital. The 
patients will be scattered and unrecogniz- 
able. The enemy will be hidden on the 
housetops sniping, while the forees of 
science will be entirely futile to fight 
back. 

Dr. Park says everybody 
tagious maladies “exist in every nook and 
corner of our state, and everbody knows 
these conditions are preventable to a very 
large extent. Wherewithal, then, would it 
profit the commonwealth to collect mere 
figures and let ‘er go at that?” 

It is not likely that with places and 
figures and dates and names of diseases 
staring them in the face, the people of 
Georgia will “let ‘er go at that!” As it is 
now, they do not know these conditions are 
preventable. Dr. Park may know. The news- 
papers may know. The people know, in a 
Vague general way, that there is plenty of 
preventable disease. They have never yet 
had the fact brought home to them in a 
concrete sense. They never will, until it is 
done with vital statistics. 

This is not a special plea for vital sta- 
tistics. It is a plea, a demand, rather, that 
at its coming session the legislature stop 
all fencing, all trifling with human life in 
Georgia and enact both vital statistics and 
. public health laws. 

To enact the public health bill and to 
ignore the statistics bill will be worse 
than useless. | 

Dr. Allen answers Dr. Park and eluci- 
dates the true situation with final convic- 
tion. 

“Vital statistics is the backbone of every 
system of health laws,” he says, and then 
lines out the ludicrous confusion and 
futility that would follow should Georgia 
try to reach the problem of life and death 
without the aid of vital statistics. 

We hope’ every legislator, every physi. 
cian, every »road-minded Georgian will read 
Dr. Allen’s statement.

A vital statistics system without a public 
health system is incomplete and in vain; 
and a public health system without a vital 
statistics system is like a body without the 
breath of life in it. , 
The legislature; in principle, has recog- 
nized the joint indispensability of the two. 
The one thing that prevented both laws 
from being enacted the past session was 
the alleged poverty of the state. The state 
is not poor. Georgia is one of the richest 
of the states. It is only the wretched fisca) 
system, now on the way to be cured by the 
tax equalization law, that makes it appear 
poor. This year even the excuse of seem- 
ing poverty bids fair to be wiped out. 
Whatever the book balance to Georgia’s 
credit this year, the general assembly can- 
not dally with life and death by ignoring 
these bills. Both bills carrying self-support- 
ing machinery. Both should be passed. 
Health comes first in the list of any state’s 
obligations. The stake is hundreds of thou. 
sands of lives. The route to their salvation 


‘is in the passage of both the vital statistics 


and public health laws. 

In all conscience, the general assembly 
has no excuse to court the responsibility of 
inaction. 


THE MORAL OF WHITE. 

The possibilities of the beef industry of 
Georgia, and the value of initiative as ex- 
emplified by W. H. White, Jr., are illustrated 
in a story told on The Constitution’s real 
estate page today. 

Read the story. It is a lesson in bold- 
ness, when others discourage effort. It is 
an illustration of the rewards that come to 
the pioneer, who has the nerve to persist 
against pessimism and to conquer seeming 
impossible obstacles. 

Mr. White candidly acknowledges that 
The Constitution’s campaign of several 
years ago was responsible for inducing him 
to go into the packing business. He attrib- 
utes his success to the encouragement of 
this paper. He met, first, with difficulties. 
Farmers in Georgia would not produce the 
necessary grade of cattle to support his 
packing house. Gradually, he has made 
headway. Today his judgment stands vin- 
dicated, in that he is forced by increasing 
business to double the capacity of his plant, 
which last year did a business of more than 
$1,000,000. 

He has shown the possibilities of the 
production of beef and pork in Georgia. To 
him the credit and glory of the pioneer. He 
has added millions, potentially, to the wealth 
of his city and state. Such men are real 
public benefactors. 


THE BROWN LOAN FUND. 


A_ H. Moon, superintendent of schools at 
Baxley, Ga., contributes to The Constitution 
a clear and interesting analysis of the good 
done and the possibilities held out by the 
Joseph E. Brown loan fund at the University 
of Georgia. He takes as his text the action 
of Harry and Eugene Dodd, of Atlanta 
beneficiaries of the fund, in recently contrib- 
uting $500 to be expended for the same pur- 
poses as the original fund. He believes that 
if other beneficiaries contributed, according 
to their several abilities, not only would the 
usefulness of the fund be indefinitely in- 
creased, but that the beneficiaries would 
themselves be discharging one of the highest 
obligations of mankind. 

Superintendent Moon’s suggestion is a 
sound one. It recalls the phenomenal his- 
tory of the Brown fund, and points out the 
further good it may accomplish through au- 
tomatic and voluntary expansion. The fund 
was founded in 1882, with a _ capital of 
$50,000, by Joseph E. Brown. The stipula- 
tions were that the principal should be held 
intact, but that the annual income should 
be put out in loans, at interest, to poor but 
deserving young men who would otherwise 
be unable to secure a university education. 
It is significant of the high type of boys who 
have profited by the fund that payments of 
principal and interest have been defaulted 
in negligible instances only, save from 
Providential causes. Following the rules, 
the beneficiaries have with very few excep- 
tions cancelled their obligations after grad- 
uation. 

From $50,000 in 1882 the fund has grown 
by accretion to $150,000. In the neighbor. 
hood of one thousand young men, most of 
them living in Georgia, have been educated 
through the instrumentality of the fund. 
The fund is increasing very rapidly. At 
different times others like the Dodd brothers 
and Preston Arkwright, of Atlanta, who two 
years ago contributed $700 to the fund, have 
added to the fund available for this purpose. 
Amounts thus given are not absorbed into 
the Brown fund so that they conceal the 
identity of their donors. Each contribution 
is listed separately, so that for all time 
they stand as monuments to their creators. 
They are, however, administered by the 
same machinery «nd for the same purposes. 

Why should not similar gifts from other 
beneficiaries swell this fund indefinitely? 

If a loan fund founded by one man has 
educated one thousand Georgia boys, equip- 
ping them as they could not have been 
equipped without its aid, what incalculable 
good would be accomplished by a larger 
fund, with hundreds of contributors? 

As it now is, and under our present in- 
terpretation of the state’s obligation toward 
education, Georgia maintains at Athens an 
educational plant, but all comers must meet 
their own expenses. How many aspiring 
but poor Georgia boys this provision bars 
from an education it is impossible to say. 


minimize this| The state’s duty should not stop short of 


giving each boy all the education he is will- 
ing to absorb, even through the university 
course. But the day has not come yet when 
the state will go further than offering the 
facilities. 

It is here that the Brown fund, and sim- 
ilar foundations, work their greatest good 
and find their greatest usefulness. 


A FISCAL REVOLUTION. 


An interesting interview published to- 
day with Judge John C. Hart, state tax 
commissioner, foreshadows the wonderful 
practical triumph of the new tax equaliza- 
tion law. 

A distinguishing feature of the state 
campaign has been the utter collapse of the 
demagogic effort to make the tax equaliza- 
tion law an issue. 

The remarkable fact is presented that 
in all parts of the state the law has so 
abundantly justified its efficacy that there 
are practically no arbitrations. It has shown 
that the total of property valuations will be 
raised by many million dollars. But this 
increase is exhibited as coming for the most 
part not from raising assessments on prop- 
erty that long has occupied a place on the 
digest, but from immense amounts of prop- 
erty that had never previously been re- 
turned for taxation. The increases thus built 
up will yield enough revenue virtually to 
wipe out the running debt of the state this 
year; a consequent reduction in the tax 
rate is inevitable. 

This beneficent revolution comes not 
from saddling additional burdens on prop- 
erty already on the digests, but from un- 
covering property that had never been on 
the digest, and requiring it to stand its 
share of the public expense. 

As an illustration: In four small coun- 
ties, with the digests already completed, a 
deficit of nearly $15,000 as between 1912 
and 1913 is turned into an increase, FROM 
PROPERTY HERETOFORE HIDDEN, of 
more than one million dollars. Another 
county reports it may increase its returns 
$1,600,000, simply by bringing to the books 
property which has heretofore been in 
hiding. 

Apply this process to all the counties 
and it will be seen the aggregate must 
overtop all records in Georgia by millions 
upon millions. No one has been penalized. 
But property that heretofore manifested 
a willingness to let the rest of the state 
pay its part of the freight is now to do the 
square thing. 

The revolution now pending in the state’s 
finances means that the teachers and the 
veterans will be paid promptly; the state’s 
indebtedness for current accounts paid, and 
every obligation of the civil establishment 
promptly met—all without doing injustice 
to anyone and with an actual reduction of 
the tax rate. 

Considering that all this bids fair to be 
accomplished in one short year, and that it 
is to be done by the simple formula of 
smoking out property heretofore conven- 
iently kept in cold storage—the achieve- 
ment is amazing. 

Buttressing Georgia’s credit with finan- 
ciers, business men and the world, the tax 
equalization act carries its own vindication. 

It was predestined that with a sweeping 
fiscal revolution of this nature sporadic 
opposition should develop. A few dema- 
gogues here and there were willing to take 
advantage of the opportunity to appeal to 
prejudice and parsimony. From these con- 
ditions rose efforts to discredit the tax act. 
The attempt has practically been aban- 
doned, for the simple reason that the people 
have made a discovery. They have waked 
to the fact that the bulk of the criticisms and 
kicking came from the few who have for fifty 
years been willing that the masses of the 
people should pay the greater part of their 
share of the state’s burdens. For fifty years 
this little corporal’s guard has been riding 
free on the train, dancing free on the ball- 
room floor, enjoying all the benefits and 
protection of government while the over- 
whelming majority of the masses of the 
people have been paying their way for 
them. No wonder these _ self-constituted 
enjoyers of special privilege hated to be 
lugged away from the trough. That’s hu- 
man nature. And no wonder the _ over- 
whelming majority of the state’s people 
objected to carrying the load of a squad of 
headheads. 

In the face of this discovery, even the 
most ingenious demagogue finds his fangs 
drawn. There is hardly a whisper, now, of 
the movement to make the tax equalization 
act an issue. The finances of the state 
are at last to be put on their feet. It will 
be done by not one act of injustice, but by 
an act of great justice in forcing the half 
century sidesteppers and dodgers to come 
to the scratch. 


FOOLISH EUGENICS. 


The supreme court of Wisconsin has 
sustained the eugenic marriage law of that 
state, reversing a lower court. The law re- 
quires male applicants for marriage licenses 
to submit to a blood test, and prescribes $3 
as the fee for the test. In the test case, it 
was shown that four physicians have re- 
fused services on the ground that $3 was 
too small an amount. 

With the sound and proven principles of 
eugenics, and their conservative enforce- 
ment, the right-thinking man and woman 
will hardly find any quarrel. If we ever 
are to improve the original stock of the 
race, it is essential that we shut off sources 
of impurity and corruption, But it is a 
question if our medical science has pro- 
gressed sufficiently far or become sufficient- 
ly exact to justify us in embodying hard 
and fast regulations in statute form. 

Take for instance the Wisconsin law. It 
prescribes a blood test and allows the 
physician $3. Ask any physician who knows 
anything at all of these, to the layman, 
rather obscure matters, and he will tell you 
that it simply is out of the question to per- 


form the test accurately for such a sum. | 
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The result, if the law is enforced in its pres- 
ent form, will probably be either outright 
evasion or a lot of bogus tests worth less 
than the certificate on which they are writ- 
ten. An even more objectionable feature is 
that one such test cannot under any circum- 
stances be conclusive. It must be repeated 
several times at intervals of many months. 
What, then, becomes of the element of pro- 
tection assumed to be afforded by the law? 

The whole thing is an illustration of the 
futility of ignorant lawmakers mixing up 
with science at the behest of faddists and 
fanatics. The t thing that can happen 
to any state is to have its legislature hands 
off until medicine has become more of a 
certainty and less speculation. 


Tax Rate Reduced and 
State’s Debt to Be Retired 
By Tax Equalization Act 


One year’s operation of the new tax equal- 
ization act will, in all probability, reduce 
the tax rate and pay the state’s accumulated 
indebtedness without working hardship on 
one taxpayer in Georgia. 

This forecast stands out from a remark- 
able interview given The Constitution yes- 
terday by Judge John C. Hart, state tax com- 
missioner in charge of the enforcement of 
the act. 

Judging from the digests already in and 
from preliminary reports from most of the 
eounties he believes that enough property 
that has heretofore never been returned will 
pay taxes to the state with the result that 
the state’s perennial deficit will be wiped out. 
He sees also the more than strong proba- 
bility that increased revenues will enable the 
tax rate to be reduced. 

Picking Up Wealth. 

Judge Hart said: 

“The reports I am getting from nearly 
every county in Georgia are exceedingly 
gratifying. The tax receivérs are not re- 
quired to send their digests to this office 
until July 1. In four counties, however, the 
local boards have completed their work and 
the receivers have sent in the digests. I 
believe the digests that are to follow from 
the other 144 counties in the state will 
show like good results from the operation 
of the tax equalization act. If this opinion 
is borne out by the facts, patriotic Georgians 
will be delighted with the operation of the 
equalization tax act. 

“The four digests sent in present an ex- 
ceedingly interesting study. These are 
small counti¢s and I have compared the 
present digest of 1914 with the digests of 
the same counties for the years 1912 and 
1918, so as to see just what effect the new 
law had. These digests show that these 
counties in 1913 returned property valua- 
tions of $14,225 less than they were in 1912; 
that is to say. these counties in 1913 were 
$14,225 poorer than they were in 1912. This 
year’s returns under the operation of the 
tax equalization act show them richer by 
$1,160,350 than they were the previous year. 
In other words, a loss of property valuations 
of $14,225 is now turned into a gain of 
over $1,000,000. 

“My information further is—which I 
value more than the increase of property— 
that the people are satisfied in those coun- 
ties, and did not demand a single arbitra- 
tion. This fact is a compliment to their 
patriotism. 

“The increased valuations have come 
about largely as a result of discovered 
property which has never heretofore been on 
the digests, and as a result of equalization 
amongst the taxpayers who had been re- 
turning property for taxation. 

“The average taxpayer is perfectly 
willing to bear his burden of taxes, but he 
wants his neighbor to do likewise. 

“More than a majority of the counties in 
the state last year were confronted with 
losses in property valuations, and with 
many the practice was constant of decreas- 
ing valuations. Some counties in Georgia 
have not only been losing Im the valuations 
of personal property, but nave lost large 
areas of valuable land. Several counties last 
year lost as much as 50,000 acres of land. 

“It is a rule of taxation as values decrease 
the tax rate correspondingly increases, for 
with an increased tax rate the temptation 
to dodge taxes grows. On the other hand, 
as the valuation of property increases the 
rate of taxation should be decreased, and 
often as a result of a low tax rate the reve- 
nue increases. It is, therefore, important 
that every taxpaver should see that the other 
taxpayer does his duty. The tax equalizers 
are now finding this omitted property. 

“In a semi-official report to this office 
in one county the equalizers have found 
ninety-odd thousand acres of land that had 
disappéared from the digest. Another county 
board of assessors and equalizers write 
they think in their county they will find 
$1,500,000 of property that had never here- 
tofore been on the digest. 

“It is this omitted property, both real 
estate and invisible, that has put the state 
in its present very embarrassing financial 
situation, and made the taxes high on 
those who had been returning their property. 

The State’s Debt. 

“The state today is in debt approximately 
$1,000,000. This debt is because of the 
state’s effort to provide educational facilities 
for the children of the state; provide for her 
physically defective and mentally unfortu- 
nate, and for pensions for the confederate 
soldier and his widow. The state has en- 
deavored to do these things, and although 
levying on the property returned 5 mills, the 
highest constitutional’ rate possible, and for 
seven years past the result has been that 
the revenue was insufficient and the state 
yearly ran behind several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

“The state sent last year to 111 counties 
in Georgia $791,726.83 more than those coun- 
ties returned in taxés to the state. The state 
is obliged to improve her ffnancial condition, 
for the same rule of economy and morality 
applies to the state as applies to an indi- 
vidual. Neither the state nor the individual 
can spend more money than its income with- 
out final bankruptcy. 

“The purpose of the tax equalization act 
is to have each man take his part of the 
common burden of taxation according to his 
ability to carry it, which ability is to be 
measured by the amount of property he 
owns, and each county in the state to carry 
its part, be it much or little, according to 
its ability to carry it, which ability is to be 
measured by the property in the county. In 
other words, the two fundamental principles 
in the tax equalization act are: (1) to put 
on the digest all of the property of the 
county, and (2) to have each taxpaver take 
exactly his part. That is honest and the 
very essence of justice. 

Debt to Be Paid. 

“The people of Georgla wish the state 
debt paid. They would be disappointed if it 
were not paid, and nothing short of a per- 
sonal bereavement should it be left unpaid. 
I do not believe there are 100 men in Georgia, 
if they thoroughly understand the case, who 
wish the state to lomger remarn in the em- 
barrassment and humiliation it has suffered. 
When the debt is paid the tax rate ought to 
be reduced. Let those who are entrusted 
with the spending of the state's revenue re- 
member that no less important to the. rais- 
ing of revenue fairly is that of spending it 
wisely. Not a dollar more should be eol- 
lected from the people than an economical 
and wise administration of the governmental 
affairs require and the public welfare de- 
mands.”

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STATE HEALTH BOARD 
AND VITAL STATISTICS LAW. 


Backbone of Health Law 
Is Vital Statistics Law 


Editor Constitution: The vital statistics 
bill, now pending before the legislature,- is 
of very great importance from a health 
standpoint. You have frequently called at- 
tention editorially to the need of vital sta- 
tistics in Georgia. The object of this law 
is simply to keep books on births and deaths 
and disease, so that we may know definitely 
what health work needs to be done, and 
in what places it is needed. The work of 
collecting these statistics is not expensive, 
and is absolutely essential for the proper 
framing of all health laws, and for the 
guidance of health officers in their work 
for the prevention of sickness and death. 
Vital statistics is the backbone of every sys- 
tem of health laws. Withaut the data that 
vital statistics give us we are working at 
a great disadvantage in all our efforts to 
reduce disease and death among the people. 
Then, too, vital statistics alone inform us 
whether our sanitary work is effective in 
reducing the death rate. If our health work 
amounts to nothing we want to know it. 
If the measures that are employed for the 
prevention of disease are ineffectual we want 
to know it, so that we may change our 
methods. 

Ignorant. 

We are very igorant concerning health 
conditions in Georgia. All we know about 
it is based on hearsay evidence. Our health 
officers do not know. ‘We do not know how 
many deaths occurred’ in Georgia last year, 
or any other year. We do not know in what 
part of the state typhoid fever occurred 
last vear, nor the number of deaths from this 
disease. The same is true of every other 
disease. We have no exact knowledge about 
these things. We don't know whether our 
death rate is higher or lower than it is in 
adjoining states. We don’t Know what dis- 
eases are the most prevalent here, nor the 
most fatal. We can only “guess” and “esti- 
mate,” 

All Benefit. 

Not only tthe health officer, but the legis- 
lator, the lawyer, the physician, the teacher, 
the real estate dealer, the investor—in fact, 
every intelligent person has use for the 
knowledge that vital statistics alone can 
give. The material development of our great 
commonwealth has been seriously retarded 
by the absence of dependable mortality sta- 
tistics. Capitalists will not invest money in 
a community that has an unenviable reputa- 
tion as to healthfulness. Homeseekers do 
not care to move into such a community. 
The people of the east and west, and even 
the Europeans, are prejudiced against our 
state and section because of the imputation 
of unhealthfulness. The only way to re- 
move this suspicion is to pass a good vital 
statistics bill, and show these people the 
actual conditions from data accurately re- 
corded. A good reputation for any com- 
munity as to health can only be established 
by a thorough registration of deaths, and 
the cause, of same. No great industrial 
company would locate its factory in a town 
or community where no definite information 
regarding the thealthfulness of the _ place 
could be obtained. The man with money is 
not satisfied with “guess work.” He de- 
mands facts. He wants proof. Despite our 
other advantages, our farming and manu- 
facturing interests are being hampered in 
Georgia because we can give to outsiders no 
reliable account of our healthfulness. We 
have no vital statistics. ' 

Effective work for the prevention of dis- 
ease can not be successfully prosecuted un- 
less the prevalence of the various diseases 
can be promptly determined. Epidemic dis- 
eases can only be stopped from spreading by 
the application of proper preventive meas- 
ures at the time and place of the outbreak. 

Preventable. 

Death certificates, properly kept, not only 
show the time and place of pestilential out- 
breaks, but they also show the ages and 
classes of persons affected, the relations of 
the different diseases to seasons, race, social 
conditions, sex, occupation, poverty and other 
conditions. 

Much over half the sickness in the United 
States is preventable sickness, and over half 
the deaths avoidable. The medical profes- 
sion possesses the knowledge which makes 
this prevention possible. Is it not incredi- 
ble that a matter of such importance as the 
saving of half a million lives annually has 
to be a matter of estimation or conjecture? 

Sheuld Kaow It. 

If it is found that Georgia is, in fact, 
unhealthful, we want to know it, so that 
we may remove the trouble. If the imputa- 
tion of unhealthfulness is true, then it is 
doubly important that we be informed of 
the facts, for no people can be happy and 
prosperous until they are a well people. 

Now, in regard to vital statistics laws, 
there are good laws in some of the states, 
and inadequate laws in others. Every state, 
except Georgia, has SOME sort of vital sta- 
tistics law. Unreliable statistics are worse 
than none-at all—far worse. They are mis- 
leading. The bill which the writer intro- 
duced in the legislature last summer, and 
which should come up for final action early 
in the session this summer, is a good bill, 
and if passed will assure the collection of 
thoroughly dependable statistics. It is to 
be. hoped that the usefulness of this measure 
will not be marred by undesirable amend- 


ment.

cance. 

Vital statistics merely indicate that we 
have a rise or decline the may be 
in the birth rate, that we have so many cases 
of certain diseases, and many deaths, 
without offering any measures for the relief 
of what is found to exist. Vital statistics 
without any enforceable health laws to sup- 
lement them, merely advertise to the world 
that Georgia, so far as disease is concerned, 
is in such and such a rotten condition and 
would have the effect of damaging our repu- 
tation rather than of materially benefit- 
ingg us.

What we need more than mere hiero- 
gslyphics is a state board of health with 
money and power to sée that our health lawg 
are properly administered, and to assist the 
State board of health in this work we need 
county boards of health with a competent 
Physician in each county to that the 
school children (the rural ones as well as 
those in the towns and cities) are examined 
for physical defects and that defects, 
in so far as possible, are corrected; that 
those individuals suffering with contagious 
conditions are properly isolated and quaran- 
tined; that sanitary toilets are built and 
kept sanitary; that garbage and’ manure and 
other fly incubators are properly disposed 
of, and that the people are taught by illus- 
trated lectures and otherwise what causes 
disease and how these causes can be elim- 
inated. When we have done these things 
we can collect our figures and show to the 
world that the people of Georgia are not 
only wealthy and wise, but healthy, as well.

Farmers of Georgia are awakening 
to the fact that money can be made 
out of their soil in many other ways

We take the crop we get around Tif- 
ton and put them in brine tanks there 
for a few weeks, and then bring them 
here to bottle and fix them for the 
market, though we ship a great many 
in bulk to other markets. Cucumber 
raising ought to prove a valuable crop 
to Georgia eventually.”

FEWER BUYERS 6010 
GERMANY FOR HOSIERY 


Children’s Sox of Fancy Make 
Now Comprise Most of the 
Purchases in This Line. 


There have been a number of reports 
this season of fewer hosiery buyers 
from large eastern jobbing houses go- 
ing to Germany than usual. not tind- 
ing it worth while, it was claimed. 

This statement has been confirmed 
by a buyer for a very large New York 
jobbing house, who added that were 
it not for the fabric glove lines, the 
number going abroad would be still 
less. It appears that of the actual 
merchandise bought by the buyers who 
have gone to Germany, the children’s 
socks of fancy make comprise a con- 
siderable part. These goods, it is said, 
have to be bought abroad, not being 
made here, and their consumption, it 
appears, is growing more extensive. 
Where they were formerly confined in 
distribution largely to large eastern 
cities and the south, the demand of 
late has been growing broader. The 
imports therefore of such hosiery, it 
»Wwas pointed out, make up a good por- 
tion of the total hosiery entries. 

These infants’ socKs under the new 
tariff law, it was learned, can be im- 
ported now at prices allowing the job- 
ber to sell them for $1.15 to $1.20 a 
dozen, whereas, as formerly, the jobber 
had to sell them at $2 and $2.05 a 
dozen. The new rates allow these 
goods to retail at 15 cents a pair at 
the most, perhaps two pairs for 25 
cents, thus accounting for a more gen- 
eral use. 

The large jobbing houses admit that 
their foreign business in hosiery shows 
some increase, but that the gain is not 
out of proportion to the gain in their 
whole hosiery business. 

When the import figures in hosiery 
through New York under the new tar- 
iff were shown to the buyer referred 
to, he remarked that they seemed light 
compared with the production of do- 
mestic mills. He stated that one mill 
alone in this country made 20,000 dozen 
pairs of hosiery a day, meaning that 
its production for about a month would 
equal the continued imports at New 
York for February, March and April.

This is one of the 
finest histories of our day, and al- 
though written in plain language, 
easily understood, it is beautifully ex- 
pressed and contains information of 
our southland which cannot be found 
in any other book. Not only should 
this history be in all our home libra- 
ries, Dut it should be used _ by ad- 
vanced grades in all our schools. 

Some Good Histories. 

In many of our schools, in Field's 
History ot the United States, the cnhil- 
dren are taugnt correct and impartial 
lessons of history. Lee’s school His- 
tury of the United states contains a 
fair, just and interesting account ot! 
the wnole country froin maine to Tex- 
as and California. “Georgia Land and 
People,’ by Miss Mitchell, ‘rt Avhens, is 
a thrilling story of our state from its 
founding up to the present time. In- 
terspersed with Indian legends and 
anecdotes, it is interesting even dur- 
ing vacalion, betweén naps or perhaps 
we should say after naps, aS you De- 
come so interested that you stay wide- 
awake to the end. Histories of Geor- 
gia, by Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta, 
cannot be too warmly commenaed as 
text-books, and should be used in all 
schools or our state. 

Several years ago, in looking 
a history of the United States, used 
by a little girl in my town, I was 
very much amused Dy inscriptions sne 
had written under the pictures. She 
was quite a patriotic littie giri, and 
under the pictures of General Lee, 
General Gordon and other southern 
had written ‘‘beautiful,’ 
“charming;” then under tlie 
generals were very difterent 
such as “mean old thing,’ 
“monster.” Of course, these 
childish sentiments of animosity were 
not encouraged, and she later learned 
to find good and even good looks on 
the other side. 


History Burned by Students. 
Last fall, at a large college in 
Georgia, all the students, about 
hundred, with the approval of the 
teachers, .gathered about a large bon- 
fire on the campus. Piled in a great 
heap were the histories of the United 
States which had been introduced into 

the curriculum for the students. 

Not until the books were purchased 
did they find that the historian had 
done the south a great injustice; and 
attacked the characters of some of our 
southern generals, called Jefferson 
Davis a traitor and in many respects 
was unfair to the south. About that 
great bonfire where flames of indigna- 
tion from teachers and pupils united 
with fire to crimson the atmosphere, 
the band played “Dixie,” and the patri- 
otic shouts of the students rent the 
air!

Bearing Indian Names 


The excellent article from 
of our gifted state historian. 
S. Lowrey, of Dawson, on the 
names that are borne by many of our 
Georgia and Alabama towns was of 
such great interest to the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and stu- 
dents of history, that the state editor 
publishing below a similar paper from 
Mrs. Lowrey, in which she gives the 
Indian names of our rivers, with the 
meaning of each. These two articles 
are the result of much research and 
are perhaps the most complete and 
most correct records of their kind 
ever published. 

Many rivers in Georgia bear Indian names, 
and it is interesting to find their English 
equivalents. In many cases the present 
form has been so greatly corrupted that 
the original word is no longer recognizable.

Washington, June 20.—A bill pro-

The bill provides that hereafter 
when distilled spirits now in internal 
revenue bonded warehouses, or here- 
after produced and deposited in such 
warehouses, are withdrawn, there may 
be collected on them taxes on the 
quantity contained in each cask or 
package as shown by the original en- 
try gauge and that no allowance will 
be made for loss, leakage or evapora- 
tion. Mr. Rainey said that the spirits 
thus left grow more valuable as they 
get older, and by this bill between 
$25,000,000 and $30,000,000 could be 
added to the annual revenues.

5. To organize and locate agencies in the various sections of the South 
where sufficient capital is invested in said Company to warrant investments 
in farm securities. 


THE MANAGEMENT.—The Company shall be conducted in accordance 
with up-to-date modern methods, under intelligent and efficient management, 
with experts in charge of each department. 


| The management of each agency of said Company shall be under the 
direction of a local board of directors, or advisors, selected from the gtock- 
holders of said agency, who shall approve all investments to be mage in 
their respective communities, which shall also be approved by the Board of 
Directors of the Company at Atlanta, Ga. 


A representative of one of the local banks in the community in which 
the agency is located shall act as Treasurer for the stockholders of said 
agency and the Company at Atlanta, and shall keep a full and complete 
record of the Company’s investments in that community, which book of 
record shall be open at all times to the inspection of any stockholder of 
said agency or representative of the parent Company at Atlanta.

The common stock shall be credited with all net earnings of the Com- 
pany and its agencies, after paying dividend on preferred stock, and such 
earnings shall be placed in a trust fund or surplus, and paid in dividends to 
the stockholders of common stock as directed by the Directors of the Com- 
pany at the annual meeting of the Stockholders.

RURAL CREDIT PLAN OF EDWIN P. ANSLEY INVESTMENT COMPANY. 


The accompanying article of Ralph W. Moss, member of Congress from 
Indiana and member of the United.States Commission recently returned from 
studying the rural credits in Europe, published in the World’s Work, Oc- 
tober, 1913, shows that the farmers of Europe were forced to form co- 
operative credit associations for the »™rnose of securing long-term loans 
at a low rate of interest. 


Following the plan outlined in Mr. Moss’ article, I have undertaken to 
form the Edwin P. Ansley Investment Company as a co-operative credit asso- 
ciation, as well as a development Company. This Company has been formed 
with a capital stock of $5,000,000 preferred stock, and $5,000,000 of common 
stock, into which I have put $500,000 of my own property, and my entire 
pusiness plant, with all its various departments, good will and connection 
(which I have spent 25 years building), as evidence of my confidence in the 
success of the Edwin P. Ansley Investment Company, an institution through 
which to secure cheap money for the farmers of the South, and to provide 
a fund for such development enterprises as the Board of Directors of the 
Company at Atlanta may deem advisable and will authorize. 


I have provided that 25 per cent of the proceeds from the sale of the 
preferred stock, or $1,250,000, shall be invested in land or other securities 
where same will be under the personal supervision of the officers of this 
Company, at the option of the Board of Directors of the parent Company at 
Atlanta for the benefit of all the stockholders of the Corporation. 


Seventy-five per cent of the proceeds from the sale of preferred stock, 
through the agencies of said Company, to be invested in first mortgage loans 
on improved farm lands located in the Southern States, where agencies of 
said Company are located, less a commission of 10 per cent, which is charged 
agains the local agency of the Company, established outside of Fulton 
County, which 10 per cent is also to be invested for the’ benefit of all the 
stockholders by the parent Company at Atlanta as the Board of Directors 
at Atlanta may deem best for the Company. 


It is common to charge at least 10 per cent for organizing outside 
agencies of the parent Company, and this 10 per cent is usually put into 
the packets of the organizers; but in the case of the Edwin P. Ansley In- 
vestment Company, this 10 per cent is to be invested for the benefit of all 
the stockholders, as above indicated. 


All expenses for placing stock in this enterprise are to be paid out of 
90 per cent of common stock that is set aside for promotion purposes. 


The common stock of the Company will only participate in the net 
profits of the Company, afer all expenses for operating the Company and 
the dividend on the preferred stock shall have been paid. Fifty per cent 
of the common stock is to be given as a bonus to the preferred stockholders. 
The common stock is to be the voting stock of the Company, and all net 
profits earned by the parent Company and its branches after paying the 
dividend on the preferred stock shail be placed in a surplus or trust fund 
and declared as a dividend on the common stock at the annual meeting of 
the stockholders at the end of each year.

It is proposed to form a working alliance with a strong local bank in 
each community in which a branch of the Edwin P. Ansley Investment Com- 
pany is located, and provide that <his bank shall establish a savings depart- 
ment or trust fund so that money deposited in the department shall be avail- 
able for farm mortgages in that community. 


It is proposed to form a close working alliance with some bank or 
trust company that is a member of the Regional Bank at Atlanta, for the 
purpose of securing such funds from the Regional Bank as may be available 
for farm loans. 

It is also proposed to form financial connections throughout America 
and Europe to secure cheap money for investments in first mortgages on 
improved farm lands. 

It is also proposed, where any development is undertaken in any of the 
respective communities in which any agency is located requiring capital to 
secure title to property and funds for the development of same, a separate 
corporazion shall be organized to assume all liability of said development 
undertaken, and said corporation to have a co-operative working alliance with 
the Edwin P. Ansley Investment Company, whereby each will receive its 
portion of profits and commissions. EDWIN P. ANSLEY.

LOW-RATE, LONG-TIME MONEY FOR THE FARMS. 
WHAT THE BANKS CAN DO—WHAT CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES CAN DO. 
By RALPH W. MOSS. 
(Member of Congress from Indiana, and member of the United States Com- 
mission lately returned from studying Rural Credit in Europe.) 

“The farmers of Europe are more highly organized to secure financial 
credit than are the farmers of the United States, and they get money at 
lower rates and for longer terms. The various governments have given cor- 
dial recognition to the farmers’ organizations and in many ways have ex- 
tended aid to the movement. As the co-operative credit associations have 
already spread over the Continent and are now being organized in Ireland, 
we may safely accept the universal testimony that these organizations 
sprang from the necessity for a better system of rural credit than the 
commercial banks offered. 

“Farm credit differs essentially from commercial credit. The period 
between the loan and repayment must be longer. The farmer cannot make 
his turn-over as quickly as can the merchant. In rural credit that properly 
serves productive agriculture the repayment of a loan should not be de- 
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manded until the maturity of the crop in which the borrowed capital is | 


invested. 

“The essential problem in establishing such a system is to be found in 
che replacing of the money which is lent for these considerable periods. Of 
course a banking association must necessarily accept deposits in order to 
secure funds. This is true of the co-operative loan associations of Europe, 


and 90 per cent of the money which they lend to their members is placed ' 


in their care by depositors. 
that similar transactions are conducted by American bankers. 
withdrawn in the same manner that deposits can be withdrawn 
American banks.

loan associations replace their capital by indorsing the farmer’s notes and 
by re-discounting these notes to meat the demands of their depositors with- 
out compelling the repayment of loans made to their members.

based upon commercial paper which bears three endorsements. In order to 
meet this legal requirement the farmers organized the smal! association 
composed of .neighboring farmers. Thes» small units were then groupd 
around a regional or central bank. The system was now complete because 
a chain was constructed to join the farm with the government bank. 
farmer presents his promissory note to this association for discount. His 
neighbor acts as his security by endorsing this note. This is the first 
endorsement. The loan association then adds its endorsement and presents 
the not® to the Regional Bank. This guarantee of the association is the 
second endorsement. It now only remains for the Regional Bank to add its 
endorsement and forward it to the Bank of France, which issues bank notes 
for it. The local loan association discounts the farmer’s note, the Regional 
Bank re-discounts it, and the Bank of France re-discounts it again in the 
form of an issue of bank notes. The farmer gets his money at low rates for 
long periods and yet the ultimate lender, the Bank of France, takes little 
risk, being protected by an original borrower and two endorsements. In 
this way, also, the depositor in an association is enabled to receive his 
money from the association before the loan is repaid by the farmer. In 
substance, this element is embodied in every system of rural credit in 
Europe. It is evident that it is the privilege of re-discount rather than 
the co-operative organization which is the foundation stone of this credit 
system. Co-operation is the method by which the special provisions of law 
are being utilized for farm purposes. 

“As our banking laws have not permitted the issue of currency against 
farmers’ notes, no matter how many times endorsed, there will have to be 
modifications if we are to organize effective systems of rural credits after 
Kuropean models. But if these changes are made our existing banks can 
utilize these re-discount privileges as effectively as can co-operative associa- 
tions. There are as many chartered banks in the United States per thousand 
population as there: are in Germany, with its co-operative associations. At 
present, neither chartered banks nor co-operative associations in the United 
States can lend deposited funds and meet the demands Tor the return of 
these funds from any other source than repayment by the borrower. It is 
useless to argue whether banks or cooperative organizations are _ best 
adapted to advance credit to farmers until it is. made possible for such 
business to be transacted successfully. The first requisite, and it is one on 
which all persons can unite, is a change in our banking system which will 
permit re-discounting of solvent loans. The power of re-discount should be 
placed under governmental control. I heartily indorse that portion of the 
pending currency bill which places the Secretary of Agriculture on the 
Federal Reserve Board. It is a great forward step in currency reform from 
the standpoint of agricultural credit and agricultural equality in the money 
markets of the United States. : 

“Conceding that the proposed revision of our currgncy laws will give 
every proper facility for the organization of agricultural credit, it will 
become a question for our bankers to decide whether they will offer this 
credit, or, by refusal, compel the organization of co-operative credit asso- 
ciations. 

“Kt igs abundantly proved that such organizations are safe and practical. 
It is simply a matter of organizing after models which have been proved by 
years of successful experience. - ‘ 

“A model system of land mortgage credit is of greater importance to 
our Nation than an improved system of personal credits. Our farmers are 
facing an era of extraordinary expenditures if they keep abreast of the 
times. The depleted fertility of our farms must be restored; better roads 
are to be constructed; the quality of our live stock is to be improved, and 
their numbers greatly increased; better methods of tillage are to be adopted, 
higher standards of agricultural education are to be accepted; and, finally, 
the young man is to be encouraged to acquire ownership of the land he 
cultivates so as to avert the growing menace of landlordism. These expendi- 
tures in the aggregate will amount to a stupendous sum and their repayment 
should be distributed over a long period of time. The rate of interest should 
be reduced to the level of other financial undertakings of like magnitude. 
In Europe, money is available for such purposes at nearly as low rates as 
the governments can borrow for national purposes. This is as it should be. 
In the truest sense, the rebuilding of agriculture along permanent lines Is a 
national expenditure as vital to the future supremacy of our Nation as is 
the maintenance of our army and navy. 

“European experience has conclusively demonstrated that land mortgage 
bonds can be sold in large volume at low rates of interest. The proceeds of 
these bonds can be lent to farmers on long-time payments at a low rate of 
interest, with a small payment on the principal which ultimately will wipe 
out the debt. In France, the annual charge for such money, including all 
principal, interest, and commission charges, is less than 5 per cent; perhaps 
this rate will be a fair average for the Continent. The Government lends 
money to farmers for special purposes at a lower rate, but I am speaking of 
the ordinary commercial rate for the repayment of a mortgage loan. I know 
that it is difficult for the American farmer to understand that a loan will 
be repaid in full by annual payments which are lower than our present 
interest charges alone; but it is a fact that can be easily demonstrated. 

“The usual method of negotiating these long-time mortgage credits is 


by fixing a rate of repayment which cannot be changed during the life of | 


the loan. This rate of payment includes an allowance for current interest 
due on the loan, an amount to be kept by the bank for administration, and 
a certain sum to be credited on the principal. In the language of the bank, 
these are called ‘interest administration, and amortization.’ 


“The standard length of time in Europe for a long-time loan is 54 years. | 


For such a loan at the present time the rate is 4.85 per cent, divided as 
follows: interest, 4 per cent, administration .35 per cent, and amortization 
(payment on principal) .60 per cent. This rate will pay both principal and 
interest and repay all charges due to the bank in 54 years. As this will 
seem almost incredible to some students, I will give a concrete illustration 
of how it works. It does not depend upon compound interest, but upon 
the fact that though the rate of yearly payment remains the same, the 
charge for interest and administration is constantly decreasing because they 
are computed on the principal sum which is constantly being repaid. There- 
fore, the proportion which is applied toward the repayment of the principal 
is always increasing.

The boat struck squarely against the 
cribbing of the new intake tower of 
the St. Louis waterworks, from which 
a red light was burning, and sank to 
the bottom of the river. The water 
did not cover the vessel, however, the 
upper deck remaining above the sur- 
face, where many of the persons on 
board sought refuge after the crash. 

The accident occurred at the Chain 
of Rocks, a natural formation of rock 
that starts from the Mississippi side 
15 miles above the heart of this city 
and runs 2,000 feet into the stream, 
around which steamers must pass. 

The city intake tower is at the ena 
of this rock barrier and the water is 
pumped through a tunnel in the rock 
to the settling basins on shore. 

The boat was owned Dy the Wisherd 
line, of Quincey, Ill. It carried six life- 
boats and on these nineteen of the 
crew and others on board escaped 
the Missouri shore. Six officers 
mained on the upper deck and were 
there when reporters and police offi- 
cers arrived at the scene an hour after 
the accident. 

Waterworks employees saw the ves- 
sel turn a bend just above. the Chain of 
Rocks. A moment later they heard a 
crash and the lights of the vessel dis- 
appeared. 

Lacking boats, the waterworks em- 
ployees were powerless to aid those 
on board and telephoned to police 
headquarters here and to the harbor 
master for assistance. Automobiles 
loaded with police were rushed up the 
river on both the Missouri and Illi- 
nois sides. Row boats’ and power 
launches also were summoned. 

There was a momentary panic 
board as the vessel struck the crib- 
bing and the sleeping crew and band 
tumbled from their berths and rushed 
to the upper decks. The main deck 
caught fire, but the flames were ex- 
tinguished as the vessel listed. The 
vessel then righted herself and sank.

A valuation 
of over $10,000,000,000 has already been 
placed upon the probable total agri- 
cultural vields of 1914 by experts, and, 
barring unforeseen loss later in the 
year in some quarter, the addition of 
such a sum of the nation’s wealth in 
one year cannot but offset the present 
business depression. Political condi- 
tions are not satisfactory to most in- 
terests concerned in security trading 
and speculation, and complaints about 
pending legislation, especially the anti- 
trust measures, are heard on all sides 
in the Wall street district. It is be- 
lieyed, however, that the granting of 
the freight rate increase asked by the 
railroads would cause politics to be 
largely overlooked in the financial 
world.

Heavy Outflow of Gold. 

The further tremendous demand for 
gold for Europe, which shows no signs 
of a let-up, has been of little concern 
to bankers as a whole, though a few 
profess to be alarmed over the drain. 
On the present movement, there has 
been over $50,000,000 taken for Europe, 
with the total for the year approach- 
ing $70,000,000. The supply of gold 
bars was long since exhausted, while 
the local subtreasury has had to send 
to other parts of the country for gold 
coin for shipment. One of the remark- 
able things about the movement has 
been that foreign exchange has not 
only held high enough for the gold 
withdrawals over so long a pericd, 
but it has continued high enough to 
offset the premium on gold coin over 
bars, and also.to allow a profit in the 
shipment. There is no danger that the 
supply of gold coin will be exhausted, 
no matter how big the future move- 
ment abroad may be, the drawing on 
other cities by the New York sub- 
treasury merely representing a short- 
age of supply here. The total gold 
supply of the treasury is in excess of 
$1,000,000,000. Most of the export move 
ment has been to France. It is be- 
lieved that, owing to the higher price 
ruling for coin than for gold bars, that 
the recent shipments will be held in 
reserve, and that when the movement 
of gold back to this country starts, the 
major part of it will be in our own 
coin. Loaning rates for money here 
continue low, but there has been a 
slight firming tendency in the more 
distant maturities, as there has been 
a material increase in. borrowing in 
the last few weeks in preparation for 
heavy crop moving. The movement of 
cash from interior points to New York 
has continued unabated, but this has 
come mostly from industrial sources, 
owing to slack business conditions, 
while the rural districts have started 
withdrawing funds, though only in a 
small way so far. 

The Leading Event of Week. 

The most important event in the 
financial world during the week just 
closed was the discontinuation of the 
preferred dividends by the St. Louis 
Southwestern railway. Declining earn- 
ings and poor business conditions in 
the road's territory were responsible, 
though directors expressed the hope 
that conditions will soon improve, in- 
timating that when they do dividends 
will be resumed. Up to three months 
ago, 1 per cent quarterly had been 
paid on the preferred, but this was 
cut in half during the last quarter 
before the dividend was passed. As a 
result of the largely unexpected action 
of the directors, the preferred stock 
broke 15 points, while the common was 
also very weak 

Since January 1, 1913, ten important 
railroads have either discontinued divi- 
dends or have materially reduced them, 
the loss in income to shareholders be- 
ing at the rate of nearly $22,000,000 a 
year as compared with the rates paid 
at the start of 1913. 

Contrary to expectations, the 
borough-Metropolitan company direct- 
ors did not start dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock this week, even though 
sufficient funds for that purpose were 
provided by the recent extra dividend 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company.

NO LEGAL SANCTION 
FOR THE BLACKLIST 


Senate Committee Is Changing 
Labor Section of House 
Anti-Trust Measure. 


Washington, June 20.—The_ senate 
judiciary committee today decided to 
eliminate from the house anti-trust 
bill words which lawyers say would 
legalize the blacklist. Although less 
than half the committee attended to- 
day’s session and action was described 
as tentative, it was believed generally 
tonight that the entire committee. will 
approve. 

The portions of the bill acceptable to 
organized labor were only slightly mod- 
ified and their principal contention 
for the limiting of injunctions in labor 
disputes, was agreed to practically as 
written in the house bill. The com- 
mittee expects to finish its work next 
week and report the bill to the senate. 
Senator Newlands today announced 
that the trade commission bill would 
be taken up Monday if the’ senate 
agrees, and will be disposed. of before 
this broader measure is pressed for 
consideration. . 

The committee devoted all day to 
the section relating to the issuance 
of restraining orders and injunctions 
in labor disputes. This now reads: 

“No such restraining order or injunc- 
tion shall prohibit any person or per- 
sons from terminating any relation of 
employment or from ceasing to per- 
form any work or labor, or from recom- 
mending, advising, of persuading any 
person to work or to abstain from 
working, or from ceasing to patronize 
any party to such dispute, or from 
recommending, advising, or persuad- 
ing others by peaceful means so to 
do; or from paying or giving to or 
withholding from, any person in such 
dispute, any strike benefits or other 
moneys or things of value; or from 
peaceably assembling at any place ina 
lawful manner and for lawful] paur- 
poses; or from doing any act or thing 
which might lawfully be done in the 
absence of such dispute by any party 
thereto, nor shall any of the acts 
specified in this paragraph be consid- 
ered or held whlawful.” 

The committee struck out language 
which would have banned injunctions 
against picketing and attendance near 
the home or working places of any 
person “for the purpose of peacefully 
re or communicating informa- 
ion.,”’ 

In the section relating to contempt 
proceedings it struck out the house 
provision limiting the punishment to a 
$1,000 fine or six months imprison- 
ment. It was pointed out that in many 
instances contempt might be willfully 
committed with the object of securing 
these comparatively mild punishments. 
Sections relating to price discrimina- 
tion, refusal to sell mining, oil, fas or 
hydro-electric products, exclusive sale 
agreements and that-prohibiting combi- 
nations or holding companies which 
would lessen competiton were stricken 
from the bill entirely. This action was 
taken hecause similar provisions are 
under discussion in other measures be- 
fore the senate interstate commerce 
committee. 


HEAT 1S DROPPING MEN 
I THE HARVEST FIELDS 


So Many Succumb in Kansas 
That Labor Can’t Be 
Secured. 


Kansas City, June. 20.—The 
wave continued today over Kansas 
and this section of Missouri. Prostra- 
tions in the harvest fields were. numer- 
ous. 

At Salina, Kans., George E. Mulvane 
collapsed in a field and died from heat 
prostration. Warren Sheldon, work- 
ing near Pawnee Rock, Kan. suc- 
cumbed and was taken to a hospital. 
Immediately twenty-five men working 
in the vicinity left the state on the 
first train. Offers of higher wages 
failed to tempt them to stay. 

Ten prostrations are reported from 
Atchison, where a temperature of 98 
degrees was reported. Clay Center 
experienced a temperature of 104. 

At Sedalia, Mo., where there was one 
prostration, the maximum temperature 
was 96 degrees; at Springfield, 95: at 
Kansas City, 94. Ten prostrations 
were reported in Kansas City. 

Memphis Record Broken. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 20.—Heat 
records for the season were broken 
here today when the government in- 
struments recorded a temperature of 
99 degrees. The highest June temper- 
ature ever recorded here was 100 de- 
grees in 1881. One prostration was 
reported today. 

The drouth period without a rain of 
consequence here is now forty-seven 
days, breaking all records, and the sit- 
uation is regarded as serious by 
growers. 

High temperatures were reported 
generally from Oklahoma and Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma City recording 96 de- 
grees, and Fort Smith, Ark., a temper- 
ature of 100 degrees, a record for the 
season.

NEGLECT OF RELIGION 
CHARGED TO THE JEWS 


Arverne, N. Y., June 20.—What he de- 
clared to be neglect by Jews in America 
of the tenets of their religion, was de- 
plored in an address today before the 
seventh convention of the Union of 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations of 
America, by Dr. N. Pereira Mendes, 
president of the union. He said that 
the greatest difficulty encountered in 


‘this connection was with Jewish insti- 


tutions where the religious laws are 
not observed, and with “the growing 
anti-semitism.” Remedial measures, 
Dr. Mendes suggested, could be found 
of local religious 
boards and the education of rabbis. 
Alfred Lucas, secretary of the union, 
is condemning the neglect of Jewish 
aims and ideals “under a mass of non- 
Jewish activities” urged the establish- 
ment of “Jewish centers to radiate the 
spirit of the Torah” and condemned 
those rabbis, who, he said, “offend 
every Jewish ideal” in their sermons.

BECAUSE OF BLEASE 


| Governor’s Conduct Leads the 
Government to Exclude S. C. 
Militia From Maneuvers. 


Washington, June 20.—The invitation 
extended by the war department to 
Governor Blease, of South Carolina, to 
have the organized militia of that 
state participate in the maneuver camp 
to be held in Augusta, Ga., next month, 
has been withdrawn because of the 
failure of the South Carolina militia to 
meet the requirements of the Dick 
militia law, as construed by the law 
officers of the department. 

The attention of Governor Blease 
some months ago was called by the 
war department to, the shortcomings 
of the South Carolina militia in the 
matter of missing equipment and 
shortage of men in the various grades. 
The result was some spirited cor- 
respondence between the governor and 
the secretary of war. Finally Govern- 
or Blease undertook to meet the re- 
quirements of the department. 

Trouble later arose between the gov- 
ernor and the secretary of war over 
the location of the proposed joint en- 
Campment on the Isle of Palms, South 
Carolina. Secretary Garrison finally 
preemptorily transferred this camp to 
Augusta, Ga. Since then reports from 
the offices of the war department have 
disclosed the fact that the South Caro- 
lina militia still is deficient in the 
various matters complained of orig- 
inally and Secretary Garrison there- 
fore has felt obliged to withdraw the 
department’s invitation to participate 
in the maneuver camp to be held in 
Augusta. : 

So far South Carolina is the only 
southern state which will be excluded 
from the maneuvers on this account.

Breaking Up Pavement With 
a Plow.

The street car company of Cleve- 
land has recently designed a novel 
pavement plow for the quick and eco- 
nomical break-up of paving antecedent 
to track work.

HE popular dances have been 
T standardized! 

7 The tango has been analyzed 
by specialists—specialists and censors 
in the art of music! The graceless 
or suggestive parts have been taken 
out, and a perfectly good, irreproach- 
able, at the same time, graceful, charm- 
ing dance, called the “tango,” has been 
standardized, and this is being launch- 
ed now by authorized members of the 
International Association of Dancing 


@fasters, who met the other day in, 


Pleveland, Ohio, and passed upon all 
the dances. 

*For the ballroom the following 
dances were agreed upon as standards: 
The tarrgo, the Maxixe, the Venus, 4 
beautiful hesitation waltz; the half and 
half, a dance combining waltz move- 
ment and one-step time; the canter, 
an improvement on what has been call- 
ed the horse trot, and a very attract- 
ive one-step. 

La Forlona and Ta Tao were accept- 
ed as beautiful dances for stage or 
dramatic production, but not for the 
ballroom, and folk dances were in- 
dorsed by the association as condu- 
cive to health and grace. 

The news of the new dances is 
brought by Professor John A. Mahler, 
a member of the association, who at- 
tended the meeting in Cleveland last 
week, and took part in all the demon- 
strations, as well as being an officer, 


active and honorary in the association. | 
“About the tango,” he said, “there, 
was more discussion than about any, 


other dance, and more trouble was 


taken in the arrangements and rules 
pertaining to the steps. The desire 
was to modify the steps,” explained 
Professor Mahler. 

“There was a standard dance agreed 
upon, to be known as the standard 
tango, and this will be accepted and 
taught all members of the association, 
representatives coming from Great 
Britain, France, Spain and Italy. 
THE SAME DANCES 
FOR ALL. 

“The advantage of standardizing the 
popular dances is’ to make it possible 
for people the world over to know 
the same dances and to be able to dance 
them in any gathering anywhere they 
meet. 

“Heretofore every community had its 
own hesitation waltz or one-step. The 
tango was danced differently in every 
city and everybody seemed to have an 
idea of patenting his or her own danc- 
ing. 

“The trouble is that one person will 
take a few lessons without learning a 
dance in all its details, and then he or 
she will begin to teach others. Those 
others teach their friends, and by the 
time a season is over a master of the 
art of dancing does not recognize what 


is called the tango.” 

About the Maxixe Professor Mahler 
is very enthusiastic. 

“There are eleven different positions 
in which the hands are held,” he ex- 
plained, “and the mode of changing is 
very easy when it is understood. There 
is no scraping of the heel on the floor, 
and none of the spectacular movement 
which has grown out of cabaret danc- 
ing. The standardized Maxixe like the 
standard tango, is suited to ladies and 
zentlemen in the ballroom and draw- 
ing room. 

“More attention will be given this 
year to the incidental details of danc- 
ing,” Professor Mahler stated. “More 
attention as to position, to the man- 
mer of holding the hands and the feet, 
and in the matter of following strictly 
to the rule of the dance. 

“Bad form and nothing else will be 
considered the grotesque movgments 
of the »ody and the exaggerated danc- 
ing which some enthusiasts have in- 
troduced, and the best. dancers will be 
those who are distinguished on the 
floor for their quiet, easy, graceful 
movements rather than by the athletic 
efforts which have marked the dancing 
of some. 

“Many fancy dances have been in- 
dorsed for children, or for especially 
designed drawing room entertainments. 

“T can’t see how the ladies are going 
to realize the graceful interpretation of 
the new dances with narrow skirts. 
There will have to be an understand- 
ing between them and the directors of 
fashion.”

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ENCOURAGE BETTER 
DANCE MUSIC. 

Madame Anna Pavlowa, the great 
Russian dancer, who aims through her 
art to elevate the standard of society 
dancing, aims at the same time to en- 
courage American composers to pro- 
duce good dance music. 

On this subject Musical 
publishes: 

A $1,500 competition, restricted 
to musicians of the United States 
and Canada, will be held for the 
three best compositions of modern 
society dance music. Each of the 
three winners will receive $500. It 
is announced that manuscripts may 
be forwarded to Mr. Rabinoff, at 
the Metropolitan Opera House 
building, New York, at any time 
prior to August 1 next. 

Few restrictions will govern the 
contestants. The music must be of 
dance character, melodious and 
strongly rhythmic. It may be in 
two-four, three-four or four-four 
time. Both amateur and profes- 
sional musicians may compete. No 
one contestant will be allowed to 
submit more than one piece of 
music. Mme. Pavlowa herself will 
be the sole judge of the composi- 
tions and she will present all of 
the three dances at every perform- 
ance on her tour of this country, 
which begins in November. 

ATLANTA 
HAS A CHANCE. 

Atlanta, which has a part in any 
great movements and now so much a 
part of musical life, in America, should 
have her representation in this mu- 
sical contest. It would be great to 
see Madame Pavlowa dance during her 
southern tour to the notes of the dance 
music composed by some genius in At- 
lanta’s coterie. In the contest inau- 
gurated by her, Madame Pavlowa asked 
the co-operation of women’s organi- 
zation, social and artistic, in promot- 
ing a higher order of dance music. 

The Atlanta orchestras have now to 
get busy and find out what music is 
needed for the new dances. The new 
half and half and the new hesitation 
of Venus waltz calls for charming mu- 
Sic from the orchestra, and a good ear 
for music from the dancers.

To send back the 
delegates from the states and prov- 
inces with an impression of Chicago as 
a religious citv, as well as a great 
center for other enterprises: 3. To 
carry on a great educational and ad- 
vertising campaign for the Sunday 
school by placing 50,000 men on the 
Street; 4.

Following the men’s and boys’ pa- 
rade of Saturday afternoon, the ladies 
of the convention will have opportu- 
nity to bring to the front their part in 
the entertainment of the assembly.

SHOWS BIG INGREASE 


Georgia Now Ranks Second in 


South in Secondary 
Schools. 


Athens, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—An 
increase of 2,000 per cent in ten years 
in the number of four-year hignh 
schools of the public school systems of 
the state in ten years, and an increase 
of twenty-four fold in attendance and 
enrollment in the =  four-vea 
schools of Georgia are two of 
unusual facts brought out in 
nual report of Joseph S. Stewart, pro- 
fessor of secondary education at the 
University of Georgia, just issued. 

The southern commission of accredit- 
ed schools this year made out its first 
list. Texas has thirtv-two such 
schools; Georgia, the next highest, has 
twenty-nine; Alabama has nineteen: 
Virginia, eighteen; West Virginia eigh- 
teen; Tennessee eleven; North Carolina 
ten; Mississippi six. 

The increase of graduates in 
year schools this year is nearly 
the total enrollment in these 
was ten years ago; according to the 
report, and some other most interest- 
ing facts are brought out: The total 
enrollment in the accredited schools 
this year was 16.690; number grad- 
uates, 2,502; 500 per cent increase in 
enrollment and graduation: in the ten 
vears $3,223,000 was spent on new pub- 
lic high schools: last there were 
l64 accredited schoois. Vear 180; 
last year there were 95 
schools, this vear 105; 23 more schools 
this year have scientific apparatus 
than last vear: last vear 4 
had a department of domestic science, 
this vear there are 49. over 100 per 
cent increase; last vear 13 schools had 
a commercial course, this year there 
are 39, 200 per cent increase 

Of the students admitted to college 
from the high schools &5 per cent last 
year showed a higher percentage of 
preparation than the actual entrance 
requirements.

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DREAMING OF SUICIDE. 


In his first spring time at Valence 
while the cherries were red on Mme. 
Colombier’s trees, Napoleon, already 
gloomy and peculiar, but yet far from 
grand, sat down in his bare room at 
No. 48 and thus poured forth upon the 
pages of his diary the bitterness of his 
soul: 

“Always alone when in the midst 
of men, I return to my room to 
dream by myself and to give my- 
self up to the full tide of my mel- 
ancholy. What, forsooth, am I here 
for in this world? Since death 
must come to mé@, why would it not 
be as well to kill myself? . . . 
Since I begin life in suffering mis- 
fortune, and nothing gives me 
pleasure, why should I endure these 
days when nothing with which I 
am concerned prospers?” 
Nevertheless he did not jump into 

the Rhone. On the contrary, he went 
on reading, reading, writing, writing, 
studying, studying, tracing out the in- 
stitutions of all ages and lands and 
training his mind for the hidden future. 
If he had read his destiny in the book 
of fate he could not have chosen a 
better mental preparation for it. 

When he had been with his regi- 
ment less than a year, he received a 
leave of absence and went home, tak- 
ing two trunks, the larger one filled

with books. After having been away 
nearly eight years, he returned a Cor- 
sican of the Corsicans, but to find the 
fortunes of his family at low ebb, his 
mother without a servant and much 
of the time her own laundress and 
seamstress.

his books and his pen. 

The less he had and the less he ate, 
the more he read and wrote, the harder 
he worked. Going to bed at 10, he was 
up by 4 and at his littered table. The 
half-fed genius was in a frenzy of 
literary composition, turning off nearly 
30 papers on as many different subjects, 
only to be rebuffed by the publishers of 
three cities. He wrote not only histori- 
cal and philosophical essays, but also 
novels and plays, among them “The 
Count of Essex,” but none ever reached 
the triumph of the types. 

Then the Bastile fell. The great 
revolution was on and, spreading like a 
prairie fire, it was at Auxonne in five 
days, taking the form of a riot. The 
stirring events aroused Napoleon from 
his literary dreams. He must have a 
part in the new era of action. But not 
in Auxonne, nor in Paris, nor anywhere 
in France. No, he must hasten to the 
one object of his thoughts, Corsica. 


AS A REVOLUTIONIST. 

Turning his back upon France in the 
midst of her history-making and going 
to Ajaccio, it might almost be said that 
he carried the revolution with him. Ha 
restlessly promoted the formation of 
revolutionary clubs and machinery, 
while he stalked the floor of his room 
at night reading and declaiming Cae- 
sar’s Commentaries and other narra- 
tives of heroic action. 

He returned to his regiment at Aux- 
onne, after an absence of a year and a 
quarter. If he had found it hard to live 
on $20 a month when alone, he must 
now endure greater hardships, for he 
had brought his 12-year-old brother 
Louis with him. He hoped to get the 
boy into a military school, but while 
waiting to have the government take 
him off his hands he must be his 
teacher. 

As an aspiring and prolific author he 
met the bitterest reverse of all when 
he sent his “History of Corsica’ to 
Paoil, now returned from his 20 years’ 
exile in England, with the request that 
he be permitted to dedicate the work 
to his idol. The idol was as cold as 
marble. replying that he cared for no 
other reward than the consciousness of 
duty done and frankly suggesting that 
history should not be written in vouth. 
More cruel still the old man mislaid the 
precioug manuscript, and when urged to 
return it answered that he did not have 
time to search for it among his papers. 

In spite of his pre-occupation with 
his pen, the desertion of the aristocrats 
thrust upon Napoleon a promotion toa 
first lieutenancy and he received or- 
ders to return to Valence, where he 
went back to his old lodgings at Mile. 
Bou'’s and became the secretary of a 
revolutionary club. 


FLEEING FROM OPPORTUNITY. 


This was the period of. Louis XVI.'s 
attempted flight and arrest. The tide

For it 
held out until 25,000 bullets, 6.500 
bombs and 1,500 shells had rained upon 
it, and it looks today as if it had ag 
many scars as that to show for the 
long siege Besides Horatio Nelson 
paid an eve—the historic eye... which 
afterward won the battle of Copenha- 
sen—-for -his part in the subjugation 
of this stubborn old town.
